“It will reveal the details of 
where we are at now in terms 
«if die costs we face, and what 
we inherited from the bun¬ 
gling of the Columbia River 


Treaty,” Barrett s^id. “It is 
an acknowledged fact that 
there was o\*p $400 million 
last and frittered away be¬ 
cause of the incompetence of 


the former administration 
. . . and every single taxpay¬ 
er in this province should re¬ 
cognize seriously the impact 

of iharbunjvting.” 

Barrett said .the $400 million 
"is the money jjell above the 
cost in terms of what we’ve 


had to pay as taxpayers to 
complete the deal. You re¬ 
member the famous speech 
by the former premier 
( W . A . C . Bennett) saying 
'nothing is freer than free’? 
That little speech cost us $400 
million.” 


Asked if his government 
had made afiy mistakes, in its 
financing programs to date, 
Barrett answered: “We 
haven’t made one single error 
in financing in Hydro, and all 
the information will be there 
in the^rospeetys. We've had 


to cWn up the mess and tell 
exactly what the mess was 
from the Columbia Treaty.” 

The premier said the $100 
million the government is now 
seeking would be in the form 
of a long-term loan. 

The premier said Social 


Credit had also displayed In¬ 
competence in handling natu¬ 
ral gas exports. 

“We have doubled the price 
of natural gas to the Ameri¬ 
cans because Social Gredit 
was practically giving it 
away,” he said.

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald has issued a personal 
appeal to teenagers to stop 
hitch-hiking. 

Macdonald made the appeal 
Wednesday following a report 
from Vancouver police listing 
24 cases of rape and indecent 
assault in the past six 
months. Macdonald said each 
of the cases originated with a 
hitched ride. 

"Girls hitch-hiking along 
streets and highways are 
playing a form of Russian 
roulette.” Macdonald said. 
“Every time their extended 
thumbs coaxes another lift, 
they are in effect pulling the 
trigger on their personal safe¬ 
ty." 

Macdonald said that while 
scores of rapes and assaults 
•ra being reported following 
hitch-hiking pickups “this rep¬ 
resents only 12 to 15 per cent 
of the actual number of in¬ 
cidents which occur. The 
other victims, for wide vari¬ 
ety of reasons, just refuse to 
report a sex attack to the po¬ 
lice.”

TORONTO (CP) — Wo¬ 
men's liberation groups may 
be contributing to the in¬ 
cidence of rape by discussing 
the issue widely, Kurt Weiss, 
a West German sociologist 
said Wednesday. 

Weiss, of the University of 
Saarbrucken, told a session at 
the World Congress of Sociolo¬ 
gy that women’s liberation ac¬ 
tivists are increasing aware¬ 
ness of rape among potential 
rapists. 

But Renee Kasinsky of the 
University of Calgary sociolo¬ 
gy department said it is un¬ 
fair to blame women's libera¬ 
tionism. 

Rape is a sensational issue 
which attracts a great deal of 
media attention, she said. 

Both sociologists agreed the 
rape problem is aggravated 
by the male image in North 
America. Men are supposed 
to be aggressive and domi¬ 
nant, they said.

He said if Ford is able to 
deal effectively with inflation 
“he would be extremely for¬ 
midable for anyone to unseat” 
in 1976. 


Olver. who has already had 
talks with Clerides, said 
Wednesday night he expects 
to meet Denktash soon. 

The refugee problem is 
bound to figure high in any 
talks between Clerides and 
Denktash. 

It is estimated that possibly 
one-fifth of the total Greek- 
Cypriot population has taken 
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refuge in areas nol overrun 
by the Turkish army. Many 
thousands of Turkish Cypriots 
are also refugees. 

But Denktash said Wednes¬ 
day the 200.000 Greek Cy¬ 
priots who fled their homes 
during the Turkish army ad¬ 
vance will not be allowed to 
return until after an overall 
peace settlement had lx*en 
reached. 

Clerides has said one of ihe 
main conditions of any .settle¬ 
ment must be the return to 
their homes of Greek-Cypriot 
fugitives, under the protection 
of the United Nations. 

Denktash said the “Turkish 
Republic of Cyprus" would be

NICOSIA (CPI — A Canadi¬ 
an soldier, slabbed while 
checking a reported incident 
of looting here Tuesday night, 
has undergone surgery for ab¬ 
dominal wounds and is report¬ 
ed by authorities as in good 
condition. 

He was identified Wednes¬ 
day as Pte. Joseph Daniel 
Santerre, 19. of Sherbrooke, 
Que.. a member of the Cana- 
d i a n Airborne Regiment 
basixi at Edmonton. 

Santerre. described as se- 
ricusly wiunded, was stab¬ 
bed after ho left a United 
Nations observation post in 
the Nicosia area to investigate 
noises in a nearby building, 
Canadian military officials 
said. Looting was suspected. 

An investigation into the at¬ 
tack. which occurred on the 
Green Line sej»arating the 
Turkish- and Greek-Cypriot 
communities, is continuing.

CARACAS (CP) — 
British Columbia’s salm¬ 
on and halibut fishermen 
think Canada should uni- 
laterally declare a 
200-mile econo fill c zone 
off the Pacific Coast in¬ 
stead of waiting for a fu¬ 
ture United Nations con¬ 
ference to work out a 
global ocean treaty, a la¬ 
bor leader says. 

Homer Stevens, president of 
the 7.000-member United Fish¬ 
ermen and Allied Workers 
Union and a member of the 
Canadian delegation to the 
third UN Law of the Sea Con¬ 
ference in this Venezuelan 
capital says any delay in 
reaching international agree¬ 
ment may be disastrous for 
his province's fishery. 

Stevens said in an interview 
that even if a treaty is agreed 
upon at. a 1975 conference it 
might take years for ratifica¬ 
tion by the Soviet Union and 
Japan, whose vessels now fish 
to within 12 miles of the B. C. 
coast. 

J. Alan Beesley, Can- 
nada's chief negotiator here, 
has said the present confer¬ 
ence. j^hich ends next Thurs¬ 
day shohjd be viewed as a 
success Mu-ause it set the 
stage for \n agreement by 
next year oft a treaty cover¬ 
ing use and protectiorTy>f the 
oceans. 

Beesley says he believes 
that Canada will gain man¬ 
agement control of all fish 
and mineral resources within 
a 200-mile zone under the 
treaty. 

But Stevens says such hopes 
are viewed by B. C. fisher¬ 
men as a “carrot on a stick.” 
lie said it is likely fishermen 
in the Atlantic provinces felt 
the same way. 

B. C. salmon fishermen, 
whose average earnings run 
ah >ut $7,500 during the four-, 
month season, are especially 
fearful because the fish they 
catch range far into the North 
Pacific where even a 200-mile 
zone would not protect them. 
Canadian salmon are caught 
in the area by Japanese and 
American fishermen. 

Unlike Atlantic salmon, the 
fish die after they return to 
the Canadian rivers of their 
birth to lay eggs. 

Canada has proposed that 
only the country of origin he 
allowed .to harvest such spe¬ 
cies, except those found in the 
coastal waters of another 
country which has made a bi¬ 
lateral arrangement with the 
species’ home country. 

But the salmon question has 
received little attention at the

Drug poisoning doubles 


OTTAWA (CP) 'ITie poi¬ 
soning rale for central ner- 
\ our system drugs increased 
more than 100 per cent among 
persons aged 10 to 24 in tha 
four-year period from 1969 to 
1972. the health department's 
poison control division report¬ 
ed early this week. 

The poisoning rate for these 
drugs also increased about 15 
per cent among children 
under five years of age, and 
increasedby more than 50 per 
cent among adults 25 and 
older, says the-statistical re- 
l»ort based on information 
from 310 hospitals.

VANCOUVER (CP) As¬ 
sociate professor of engineer¬ 
ing at the University of West¬ 
ern Ontario said Wednesday 
the sun is thp best; possible 
source for long-term energy 
supply. 

Speaking at the Energy and 
Man conference at the Pacific 
National Exhibition R. K. 
Swartman said ihe standard 
sources of energy now in use 
are all finite. 

Little of the sun’fc potential 
energy is harnessed now, 


even though solar energy can 
he used to heat water, pro¬ 
duce pure water, heat space, 
produce electricity from solar 
cells and even to refrigerate, 
he said. 

"Solar energy can Include 
wind, waves, photosynthesis, 
ocean temperature gradient, 
even hydraulic sources,” said 
Swartman. 

He said Canada was doing 
very little to support research 
in the area of solar energy'.

Many of the cases repoiled 
among women involved inten¬ 
tional self-poisoning while 
cases reported among teenage 
and adult males due to hallu¬ 
cinogens were related to drug 
abuse.

Chile oil spill 
shows up need 


CARACAS (CPI An oil 
spill in Chile has added wide¬ 
spread support, for Canaria's 
position on the prevention of 
marine pollution at the United 
Nations I jaw of ihe Sea con¬ 
ference. 

In a public meeting of a 
committee which deals with 
the marine environment. Fer¬ 
nando Zegers of C’hile official¬ 
ly thanked Canada for its 
technical assistance in the 
current oil spill crisis in the 
Straits of Magellan. He urged 
ihe formation of an interna¬ 
tional emergency lx>dy to deal 
with such disasters in the fu¬ 
ture. 

"Without dramatizing the 
problem." said Zegers. "we 
must draw lessons from 
necessity. Such accidents 
raise our awareness of the 
importance and urgency of 
setting up an effective inter¬ 
national machinery to prevent 
serious consequences in a sit¬ 
uation such as this." 

In the- absence of such an 
organization, ('hile has adopt¬ 
ed emergency measures, 
including the closing of the in¬ 
ternational strait in the inter¬ 
est of marine safety and the 
prevention of further pollu¬ 
tion. 

Before the disaster, such 
unilateral coastal state action 
has been proposed by Canada 
but opposed by Chile and 
many other states as a neces¬ 
sary emergency measure in 
self-protection. 

Chile previously had nnl 
supported Canada's proposal 
that the coastal state should 
have the right to enforce 
more stringent standards in 
sensitive areas close to their 
roasts, but in his speech 
Zegers spoke of "the risk of 
serious "pollution of the 
marine environment in a re¬ 
gion which is ecologically vir¬ 
gin. and c|. rsHy de|>endent on 
the sea."

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Nation’s responsibility 


P erhaps they should nop be reproa<-hp<i, 

but there is something more than faintly re¬ 
pugnant about the exultation of some Canadians 
over "the golden future” for Prairie grain which is 
assured at least for the immediate future. 

A wheat board official is gratified that “the 
pressure is on us again to make every bushel of 
grain available ... and II looks as though wheat 
will be the same price or even higher than last 
year.” 

And another official boasted It would take 
very little to push the farmers’ grain earnings over 
the $4 billion-mark which would be more than $2 
billion above the earnings of two years ago. 

It’s a nice fat profit; hut it results from lean 
pickings in other areas where drought and flood 
have disastrously damaged grain crops. 

And the demand is assured because of the 
widespread famine conditions in less fortunate 
parts of the world — the demand and, incidentally, 
the price. 

On Monday came word from Burma that a 
million are homeless overnight from savage floods, 
with a terrible devastation of crops and loss of cat¬ 
tle and possessions. 


Already there was a crisis situation in Bang¬ 
ladesh, where of a population in excess of 75 mil¬ 
lions, half are estimated to he hungry and an in¬ 
calculable, number actually starving. Most of the 
sufferers are children. 

In widely separated areas of Africa as many 
as 30 million are in jeopardy through malnutrition, 
and a predictable percentage will die. 

And India, with short crops, has food reserves 
for no more than three weeks. 

These hungry millions are only one manifesta¬ 
tion of a problem occupying more and more of the 
attention of science. The world is no longer produc¬ 
ing food in sufficient quantities to feed its popula¬ 
tion - a population growing at a rate of 2 per cent 
a year; a population which grew by 71 million in 
1972, and will double itself in 35 years. 

So the nations must do two things: control the 
birthrate by every means acceptable and grow' 
more food by any means possible. 

Canada, as a big food producing nation, has a 
vital part to play. And just for on^perhaps pro¬ 
duction can be put ahead of profit.

A cautious welcome to Ford 


pOR SEVEN WEEKS a pretty 22-year-old Eng- 
lish girl has been in custody in East Germany 
because she is suspected of having tried to help 
her fiance escape to the West. 

A campaign designed to win the freedom of 
Susan Ballantine, led by Sir Douglas Dodds-Parker, 
a member of Parliament, has so far failed to rflove 
the East German authorities. 


New deal? 


U NDER AN NDP government, only serv ices to 
property will be paid from taxes on prop¬ 
erty. Those words are quoted directly from Ihe 
"new' deal for people” pledged by the New Demo¬ 
crats before the last election, w'hich they won. 
The promise to municipal taxpayers has not been 
implemented. The government could argue that 
no time limit was set. But now we have an exam¬ 
ple of it working in the opposite direction. 

Provincial Housing Minister Lome Nicolson 
offers 15 cents per capita to regions, municipali¬ 
ties or non-profit organizations to operate rental 
information services. There are conditions. The fee 
for service must not exceed $10. None may be 
charged for the elderly, students nor social al¬ 
lowance recipients. Staff must be employed from 
the human resources department’s "opportunities 
program.” And — one more -— the municipalities 
in or by which the organizations are operated must 
contribute half as much as the province. 

The municipalities in other words are asked to 
take on another service to people, not property, 
and to help pay for it from taxes on property.

East Germany, of course,-Ts not the exception 
among communist states in its restrictiop-of. “free 
movement” of its citizens as guaranteed by the 
Charter of Human Rights. The Soviet Union has 
set a notable example in this respect and the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic of China has just as rigorously en¬ 
forced “no exit” laws. 

But nowhere else than in Berlin can be found 
such a monument 1o a system that demands of its 
citizens the surrender of their freedom. Nowhere 
else is there such a chilling reminder of the tyranny 
r>f an ideology as rigid as the czars'. 

As long as it stands the Wall must shame its 
builders, for it is a manifestation of inherent 
weakness, fear and uncertainty in their character. 
Like the Bastille of Paris it is at once a symbol and 
a challenge. Men who cherish freedom will not 
rest until it is destroyed.

Kissinger future more doubtful 


One big question now agitat 
Ing Washington — and no 
doubt most other capitals of 
the world, especially Moscow 
— is what will now happen to 
the power of Dr. Henry Kis¬ 
singer, the U.S. secretary of 
state. 

Kissinger established, under 
Nixon, a supremacy over U.S. 
foreign policy unmatched in 
this century. Even John 
Foster Dulles, under Eisen¬ 
hower, enjoyed nothing like 
Kissinger’s personal domi¬ 
nance. 

Kissinger told the Senate 
foreign relations commiltep 
durihg his confirmation hear 
ings as secretary of state last 
autumn that, he disapproved 
of personal diplomacy. He 
said that his aim as secretary 
would be to “institutionalize" 
foreign policy, and especially 
the detente between the Unit¬ 
ed States and Russia. He 
strongly implied that he inr 
tended to spend most or his 
time in the secretary's se¬ 
venth-floor suite in the state 
department rabbit warren. 

That did not happen. He 
travelled more than ever 
U.S. foreign policy continued 
to he run by Iwo men. Kis¬ 
singer and Nixon. Even today 
the secretary of defence says 
he does not know' what Nixon 
and Brezhnev talked about at 
the last Moscow summit. 
Nixon and Kissinger are se¬ 
dative and devious men, and 
for 5i/a years they kept their 
cards very close to their 
chests. 


Their relationship, toward 
the end of Nixon’s presidency, 
became Byzantine, to use the 
word of one of Kissinger’s 
closest colleagues.. The Com¬ 
mon Washington gossip was 
that Nixon had become jeal¬ 
ous of Kissinger. Certainly 
Kissinger became more and 
more anxious lest Nixon 
might try to Involve him 
somehow in the last desperate 
struggles to avoid removal 
from office. 

But Kissinger's foreign poli¬

cy dominance nevertheless 
became still stronger as 
Nixon became Increasingly 
absorbed by his Watergate de ¬ 
fence. The question now is 
what will happen under Pres¬ 
ident,. Eord. 

'Fhe first reaction of the 
state department after Nix¬ 
ons abrupt resignation was 
that their man would become 
‘•more centra 1th an ever. r u'd, 
the argument ran. knows little 
about foreign affairs. He nas 
called Kissinger “a very 
great man." Virtually bis first 
act as president was to an¬ 
nounce that Kissinger ..would 
carry on as secretary of state. 
Kissinger, 'the state depart¬ 
ment privately told visitors, 
would be Ford's foreign policy 
tutor, and be given a free 
hand. 


Rut the Kissinger future 
looks more doubtful now. and 
one main reason is the emer¬ 
gence of Mel.I>eird at Ford's 
right hand. Laird is a 52-year- 
old Middle Westerner from 
Wisconsin, the next state to 
Ford’s. Like Ford, he was two 
decades in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives as a congress¬ 
man. The two men have been 
friends and political allies for 
years. 

I^aird joined the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration at the same time 
as Kissinger. He was made 
secretary of defence and 
spent four years at the Pen¬ 
tagon. During that lime he 
became very wary of Kissin¬ 
ger. Kissinger liked him Rut 
he and Nixon did not always 
tell I^aird what they were up 
to. especially over- Vietnam. 
In some, respects I^airci 
though he looks, with his bald 
head and fierce appearance, 
like one of nature <= hawks 
was more dovish on Viet¬ 
nam than either Nixon or 
Kissinger. He wanted to wind 
down the war faster than 
they did. W* wa« le** enth wsi 
astir than they were about 'he 
virtues of President Thie^ of 


South Vietnam. He argued 
against the use of U.S. troops 
for the invasion of Cambodia 
up until the last minute; he 
correctly forecast that the in¬ 
vasion would cause domestic 
upheaval. 

I.aird also hpcame angry 
and frustrated at the way 
Nixon and. he concluded. Kis¬ 
singer were deliberately keep¬ 
ing him in ihe dark a twit it U.S. 
policies, and dealing with thp 
chiefs of staff hphind his 
hack. 

Laird Has not hpen entirely 
happy with the development 
of U.S. policy since he left the 
Pentagon in 1373 In an arti¬ 
cle in _the Readers Digest, 
where he has been working a* 
an adviser, I.aird took a dis¬ 
tinctly cool look at detente. 
Tactfully, he did not mention 
either Nixon or Kissinger by 
name, hut the piece carried a 
strong implication that they 
both took too sanguine a view 
of Russian policy. 

“History has shown that 
promises on paper are insuf¬ 
ficient.'’ Laird wrote. “We 
undersland that dramatic mil¬ 
itary reductions will not take 
place overnight. Rut we have 
been presented with very lit¬ 
tle evidence to suggest that 
thp Russians are even con¬ 
templating such reductions . . . 
We await some definite and. 
hopefully, reassuring actions 
and ahswers from Moscow. 
Until we get them let‘s not. 
delude ourselves shout de¬ 
tente." 


I*aird's tone Is very dif¬ 
ferent from thp rhetoric about 
"a generation of peace" used 
by Ihe latp Nixon administra¬ 
tion. 

Kissinger derived his power 
directly from the backing be 
got from Nixon, ft was a pe¬ 
culiar and unique arrange¬ 
ment. Ford Is a natural team 
player lie will not rely on 
mst one person, even Kis¬ 
singer. No douht Kissinger 
will be giving him tutorials In 


one par. hut Laird will he 
talking to him in the other. 

Resides ^ Laird, Kissinger 
will have another would-be 
rival: the present secretary of 
defence. James Schlesinger, 
like Kissinger, Is a former 
professor, and by no means 
less clever. He spent years at 
the Rand Corporation think- 
tank as a strategic analyst; 
and hp knows more about 
strategic theory than Kis¬ 
singer. Schlesinger has risen 
very fast in the administra 
• ion. and is still inexperienced 
at high-level in-fighting and 
hack-stabbing. He, too. like 
liaird in the old days, has 
come to feel that Kissinger 
does too much without inform¬ 
ing him. 


Schlesinger rarely got to 
see Nixon. Rut he will find it 
much easier to get access to 
Ford. Kissinger is already 
quite suspicious of Schle¬ 
singer. feeling that he is tak¬ 
ing too narrow and Pentagon- 
dominated an altitude to de¬ 
tente. The two men have had 
sharp public arguments al¬ 
ready. one about Ihp ir>le of 
ihe Pentagon in thp Middle 
Fast wAr,.and one about de¬ 
tente. , 

In his first public state¬ 
ments. President Ford has 
said he will not cut the de¬ 
fence budget, despite the 
needs for cuts somewhere in 
federal spending. America’s 
strength he told Congress, will 
be "second to none.” This is 
the very doctrine that Kis¬ 
singer has been opposing. In 
Kissinger's view the U.S. and 
Russia arp so strong already, 
with weapons that enable ei¬ 
ther of them to destroy any 
imaginable adversary many 
limes over, that talks about 
comparative military 
strengths is meaningless. 

So the Washington guess 
now is that although Kis¬ 
singer will remain powerful, 
he will not hp anything like as 
unchallenged as he used to he 
under Nixon.

Within hours of Mr. Nix¬ 
on’s exit from the White 
House, the Soviet press 
dropped him so fast and hard 
that reverberations could be 
heard from the Kremlin to 
San Clemente. But there was 
one important exception 
positive news aboui Nixon 
was still allowed to filter 
though. Thus, for instance, 
though nothing was said here 
about Watergate itself which 
would either inform or en¬ 
lighten the bewildered Soviet 
public about the sudden exit 
of their hero, Tass (the Soviet 
news agency* and other 
papers quoted a tiny excerpt 
from his speech on arriving in 
California that he would con¬ 
tinue to work for peace. 


Moscow had strained all its 
energy throughout the last 
week to make Watergate a 
non-event, to make it appear 
that Nixon’s resignation was 
nothing to worry about, and to 
convince the public that 
everything would continue as 
before. Rut one thing it did not 
do: it did not tell the troth ei¬ 
ther about Watergate or Nix¬ 
on's involvement in this sor¬ 
did episode. Instead it decided 
to brazen it out. This was 
most evident when the gener¬ 
al director of Tass, Leonid Za¬ 
myatin. went on television for 
half-an-hour to talk about the 
change of presidents in the 
United States. 

The most obvious of the 
points he made was that the 
Democrats did it with their 
majority in the Congress and 
hostility tO Nixon. It was a 
curiously grotesque gloss on 
the real causes of his down¬ 
fall. But it was deliberate and 
significant.

cans for the presidential elec¬ 
tion in 1976, and of being 
elected. The Democrats' 
chances, despite Watergate, 
are poor and they have no 
good candidates. Even Ed¬ 
ward Kennedy, whom Moscow 
mildly favors, may not be 
such a strong candidate after 
all if Ford manages to es¬ 
tablish a good, clean image 
for himself and keeps out of 
trouble al home and abroad. 


Therefore, Moscow can now 

dispense with the Democrats. 
And if it annoys them to he 
•blamed for Nixon's premature 
exit, Moscow could not care 
less. Russians are not notably 
good or even accurate aboui 
forecasting American political 
developments at long range. 
But for the moment it seems 
that they are putting all their 
eggs in one basket that of 
the survival of Ford and Re¬ 
publicans in the White House. 
This may explain why the 
new administration in Wash¬ 
ington is being so energetical¬ 
ly pursued by Moscow.

Rut if pasl 
Soviet conduct is any guide, it 
is doubtful that Moscow will 
learn from jts mistake of 
lauding Nixon to the skies and 
consequently facing embar¬ 
rassment. 

In a few' months, an the new 
president has more time to 
turn his attention to relations 
with the Soviet Union and as 
Mr. Brezhnev prepares for 
another “breakthrough” visit 
to the United States next sum¬ 
mer. the trumpets will sound 
for Ford, hailing him as yet 
another messiah of peace and 
good will upon earth and 
friendship bp tween the great 
'Soviet and the great Amerl 
can people.

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Revolt of youth threatens breakdown of order

HONG KONG -Passive resistance to Its 
authority by millions of disaffected young 
people has become an enormous and pressing 
problem for China’s government. Those 
youths are, further, secretly organizing for 
disruptive action. 

The present spontaneous revolt of youth is 
far too large In scope to be called juvenile 
delinquency. It threatens a general break¬ 
down of social order, since it is expressed In 
violation of the law in both the cities and the 
countryside. 

By deliberate major social dislocation and 
Inadvertent, but almost total disillusionment, 
the People's Republic has bred a generation 
that Js displaced within its own country. Ac¬ 
knowledging nO authority'— political, or in¬ 
tellectual — the displaced generation goes its 
own way whenever it can. Peking cannot 
"bring it to heel by either moral or physical 
force. 

The conclusion proceeds inescapably from 
the reports of dozens of Chinese visitors to

the People’s Republic. Those Chinese, who 
visit families, conduct business or carry out 
semi-official business, range politically from 
the centre to the left. They include employers 
of Peking-controlled firms abroad. 

Their accounts differ radically from most 
foreigners’ conclusions because they have 
unique opportunities for observation. They 
speak Chinese with old friends and their own 
relations because of the nature of their visits, 
they ere not segregated and shepherded a* 
are foreigners, and they’ have Intimate 
knowledge of the country. Their reports ere 
home out by oblique admissions in the of- • 
ficial press and radio. 


The single greatest influence that shaped 
the undereducated, irrepressible new genera¬ 
tion was the disruptive Great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution. But Ihe unofficial rebels 
are quite different from the adolescent Red 
Guards, the "little generals of disorder, the 
rebel revolutionary vanguard” of that ca¬ 
taclysmic movement. 

The new group is even more numerous 
than were the Red Guards, who totalled 20 
million at the height of the cultural revolu¬ 
tion. Totally disillusioned by the blasted 
hopes of the cultural revolution, It believes in 


almost nothing except immediate personal 
advantage. 

Conditioned to "revolt” by the Cultural 
Revolution, the youths are inherently unruly. 
Badly educated because of the total suspen¬ 
sion of secondary and higher education for 
four years, they possess few socially useful 
skills. Above all, they absolutely refuse lo 
give their intellectual, moral or emotional 
loyalty to any leader or doctrine. 

VMdt of its members are belween 20 and 
30, the group number* at least 50 million. Of 
that number, some 40 million were involun¬ 
tarily removed from the cities and "sent 


down to the countryside to become the first 
generation of educated peasants” before the 
Cultural Revolution. Since the ninth Congress 
of the Communist Party, 1969, another 10 
million youths and young women have been 
"sent down.” 

At present, they say frankly, they are bid¬ 
ing their time. They foresee widespread dis¬ 
order when Chairman Mao Tse-tung .passes 
from the scene; they believe they can then 
exert their organized strength against an ad¬ 
ministration in disarray. 

The displaced society lives by its wit*, 
since most of its members do not possess es¬ 
sential certificates of identity or ration cou¬ 
pons. Instead of working in officially as¬ 
signed jobs on the farms, they perform 
"black labor” or steal. 

The chief problem at this point, however, 
is not active defiance of authority, but pas¬ 
sive resistance. Youths «imply refuse to work 
or to participate in obligatory political activi¬ 
ties.

T h e explorers--soldiers, 
sailors, airmen, doctors, and 
scientists, including nine 
women — plan to emulate 
Stanley’s epic 999-day voyage 
by navigating the whole 
length of the 2,718-mile river 
for the first time. 

Whereas Stanley’s expedi¬ 
tion entered the river 600 
miles below Its source, the 
new Zaire expedition will 
tackle the river from its 
source near Lubumbashi. 

The expedition—led by Ma.|. 
John Blashford-Snell of the 
British Army’* Royal Engi¬ 
neers will navigate the 
ZjOJre through rapids, swamps 
and jungle in a specially-con¬ 


structed giant rubber dinghy 
• about the length of a bus. 

The craft, built In several 
sections to avoid Ihe danger 
of puncturing, is steered by 
two outboard motors hut 
relies mainly on river cur¬ 
rents for speed. 

Canadian-horn Lieut. Mike 
Rowlatt, a British paratroop¬ 
er, will be in the expedition’s 
forward support team — the 
vanguard detachment. 

Rowlatt, born in Guelph, 
Ont., left Canada at the age of 
six. * $ 

Maj. Blashford-Snell. .37, 
chairman of the Scientific Ex¬ 
ploration Society which is or¬ 
ganizing the $240,000 expedi¬ 
tion, has already taken part 
in 11 expeditions, including 
the first descent of the Blue 
Nile. 

Of the 350 African hearers 
that set out with Stanley, only 
115 reached the mouth of the 
river at Boma. Records show 
that 69 died from disease, 58 


from "battle end murder,” 
eight from starvation, 14 from 
drowning, one from "smoking 
wild hemp,” one caught by a 
crocodile, and 14 missing. 

The new Zaire team Is 
made up of about 140 explor- . 
ers and scientists from the 
United States, Canada, BrL 
tain, Belgium, France, Fiji\ 
New Zealand, Holland and 
Zaire itself. Permission was 
given by President Mobutu of 
Zaire and the Zaire army is 
co-operating in the project. 

The expedition will be In 
two phases.

"most magnificent govern¬ 
ment centre in Ameriica.” A 
9 6 - a c r e , marble-covered 
sprawl of office towers, the 
plaza is to be the centre of 
state offices for years to 
come. At $1.5 'billion it has 
been described as the most 
expensive single construction 
project in world hiistory. 

Through ell of this, Rocke¬ 
feller more than quadrupled 
the state budget — it was $1.9 
billion when he took office 
and $8.8 billion when he left. 

Until his fourth and final 
term as governor of New 
York. Rockefeller was gener¬ 
ally described as a Republi¬ 
can Liberal — a breed lhat 
has not fared well in a party 
dominated by such conserva¬ 
tives as eSnator Barry Gold- 
water of Arizona, former 
president Richard Nixon and 
President Gerald Ford. 

But in his last term, the 
governor seemed lo move lo 
ihe right.

ALBANY. N.Y. — "The 
vice-president is 6landby 
equipment." Nelson A. Rocke¬ 
feller used to say. "I don’t 
think I’m cut out to be a No. 2 
type of a guy.” 

But that was when Rocke¬ 
feller was a candidate for the 
presidency, back in 1964 and 
1968. 

O w n e r of tremendous 
wealth, twice-married Rocke¬ 
feller, 66. could retire to great 
estates if he so desired. He 
has a vast ranch deep in Ihe 
mountains of Venezuela, an 
estate at Seal Harbor, Me., 
with a fleet of yachts, an 
apartment in New' York city 
filled with art works and an 
estate in Westchester County 
with an underground art gal¬ 
lery, two swimming pools and 
private golf course. 

But Rockefeller yearns for 
political achievement. He has 
not ruled out the possibility 
lhat he may stand for pres¬ 
ident in 1976 when he would 
be 68. 

Still, nobody who watched 
the multimillionaire's career 
as governor of New York 
could deny that he does not 
appear lo be "cut out to be a 
No. 2 type of a guy,” and that 
might make his tenure in the 
vice-presidency interesting. 

For 15 eventful years. 
Rockefeller dominated the 
state's politics and govern¬ 
ment like a titan. He obvious¬ 
ly relished the power he ac¬ 
quired and took zestful pride 
in the things he accomplished. 

Through it all he kept his 
eye on yet more power the 
job in the White House. 

When he resigned as gover¬ 
nor last December, he ap¬ 
peared to place himself In po¬ 
sition for one more try at the 
White House in 1976. If he 
succeeds, he would be older 
than any man ever elected 
president. 

He left the governorship 
and the difficult task of re¬ 
taining it this November lo 
Malcolm Wilson, his tireless 
and loyal lieutenant-governor. 

Rockefeller went off to head 
the Commission on Critical 
Choices for Americans, which 
he set up and financed lo 
study emerging world and na¬ 
tional problems. 

The commission was to give 
him a platform for travel and 
speaking engagements across- 
the country. From those, he 
hoped, he would emerge as 
the man most likely to lead a 


Republican party demoralized 
by Watergate to victory in 
1976. 

But a presidential resigna¬ 
tion got in the way. 

When Richard Nixon gave 
up the White House to Gerald 
Ford, he made Ford the 
almost certain Republican no¬ 
minee for 1976. Should Ford 
choose not to run, his vice- 
president would be the like¬ 
liest candidate. In either case, 
the country’s No. 2 job ac¬ 
quired an attractiveness for 
Rockefeller it. had not pre¬ 
viously possessed. 

Much of the debate leading 
lip to the selection of a vice- 
president focused on conser- 
v a.t 1 v e s ’ allegations that 
Rockefeller is too liberal for 
a Republican administration, 
and on his defenders’ asser¬ 
tions that he had become 
more conservative in recent 
years. 

But. if his record as gover¬ 
nor is any indication, he was 
never an ideological liberal 
and is not an ideological con- 
s e r v a t i v e . The central 
thread that ran through his 
actions was bigness — big 
ideas, big /promises, big 
spending; b i g chance 
rather than any fixed con¬ 
cepts or approaches. 

In the early years, he iden- 
tified housing and water pollu¬ 
tion as big problems., Later„ 
he identified drug-related 
crime and the rising cost of 
welfare as major issues. 

Rockefeller entered New 
York politics in 1956, as chair¬ 
man of a commission that 
was considering revisions in 
the state constitution. In 1958, 
when he seemed eager to run 
against popular Democratic 
Governor Averell Harriman 
in what was deemed a bad 
year for Republicans, the 
state GOP leaders decided to 
give him a chance. 

Rockefeller, one of Ihe 
world's richest men, surpris¬ 
ingly turned out to be an ebul¬ 
lient and even folksy cam¬ 
paigner, and he won an upset 
victory. He won re-election in 
1962, 1966 and 1970. 

Rockefeller considered his 
greatest accomplishment as 
governor the growth of the 
State University of New York. 
In 1958 the university consist¬ 
ed of 41 campuses with 38.000 
fulltime students. By 1973 it 
had become the country’s 
largest state university sys 
tern — 72 campuses and 
almost 300,000 students.

Nixon, one of the most emotional Issue* cur¬ 
rently building In the United States, U In¬ 
creasingly being linked to the question of an 
amnesty he refused to extend to others. 

There is no question about where the 
former president stood on amnesty for draft 
evaders and deserters. 

"We all have to pay for our mistakes,” 
was one of Nixon’s more temperate remark* 
on the issue. 

Now, those words and that stand may re¬ 
turn to haunt him. 

ITiere are those who question whether 
Nixon’s departure from the presidency with 
the claim that he was putting the good of the 
country ahead of Ills own welfare may not be 
similar to the utterances of high mornl pur¬ 
pose made by some who fled Vietnam war 
service. 

Some critics feel that by resigning Just ss 
the Impearhmet process was shifting Into 
high gear, the former president waa seeking 
lo evade the consequences of his acts ns 
surely as did the war evaders who fled to 
another country. 

That the issue of amnesty for evaders Is 
tightly entwined with the question of Nixon 
Immunity is being recognized on Capitol Hill 
even bv those who feel the former president 
has suffered enough. 

There Is a pending resolution In Congress 
calling for an expression of sentiment that 
Nixon should not he prosecuted. Observers 
feel, however, that it may find little support. 


Other considerations aside. Nome congres¬ 
sional veterans feel certain that should any 
such resolution be brought forward, it would 
attract amendments calling for amnesty for 
the Vietnam evaders. 

The American Bar Association, at Its Hon¬ 
olulu convention, came to grips with both 
questions. 

The ABA, without naming him, left little 
doubt It hail Nixon in mind when it re-af¬ 
firmed Its dedication to "the fair, just and 
tmpartial application and enforcement of the 
law regardless of the position or status of a 
subject.” 

The executive body of the association 
voted 117 to 110 to endorse a proposal of 
limited immunity for those exaders wishing 
to return. 

Ironically, the question of Immunity for 
Nixon—the arch-foe of amnesty—may lead to 
a more favorable climate for the case of the 
evaders. 

President Gerald Ford, who ho* aaid his 
pledge to Congress precludes him from 
granting clemency to Nixon, also has 
expressed the hope that the man he replaced 
may he allowed to find peace. 

It Is a sentiment that finds parallel la his 
speech to the Veterans of Foreign Wars la 
which Ford declared that while he rejects 
amnesty for evaders, he also rejects revenge. 

Ford has ordered a complete review of 
the situation, adding: "These young Amerb 
cans should have a second chance to contrib¬ 
ute their fair share.”

The memo eventually 
reached President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, who was so 
impressed that he mad# 
Rockefeller first U-S. co-or¬ 
dinator of inter-America af¬ 
fairs. 

Other appointments fol¬ 
lowed, Including assistant 
stale secretary kt charge of 
latin-American affairs, un¬ 
dersecretary of Ihe health de¬ 
partment and special assis¬ 
tant to th# lata president 
Dwight D. Eisenhower on 
foreign policy.

Watergate — the Issue 
which finally drove his old po- 
litical foe Richard Nixon from 
office — was for Rockefeller

His statements on Water¬ 
gate were sparse. He definite¬ 
ly kept in the background on 
the issue. 

He now is seen by many 
Republicans as one of the 
party's few untainted elder 
statesmen. Few in the party 
can match his skill In foreign 
affairs, his administrative ex¬ 
perience or his knowledge of 
domestic needs. 

But there is one glaring 
blot, his opponents say. on his 
record as governor of New 
York — his handling of the 
1971 riot at Attica state prison 
in upstate New York. 

About 1,200 prison inmates 
grabbed control of pari of the 
prison and held guards as 
hostage as they rsttlined a list 
of reform demands. 

Their requests included one 
that the governor visit the in¬ 
stitution personally lo discuss 
their demands. Instead, he 
approved orders for troops to 
storm the prison. In thp ensu¬ 
ing halite 40 men, including 
many of the hostages, were 
killed.

, tain’s discoveries of oil in the 
I North Sea are so extensive 
| that the country will be self- 
sufficient in oil by 1979 or 
I 1980, the new British High 
| Commissioner to Canada said 
I in an interview here Wednes- 
I day. 

"Tliat’s our ace In the 
hole," said Sir-John Johnston, 
who was appointed to his post 
in June. He said the "first 
trickle" of North Sea oil will 
arrive in the U.K. next 
month. 

"And the first oil from the 
big fields will come ashore 
next year," he said. "Our 
North Sea oil reserves will 
last virtually indefinitely — as 
far ahead as we can see. 

-“We’ve also discovered 
some important new coal de¬ 
posits in the U.K. so although 
we have an energy burden to 
shoulder for another four or 
five years, it is a diminishing 
burden." 

Sir John. 56, who is on his 
first visit to British Columbia, 
said Britain’s economic prob¬ 
lems are serious but that they 
must lie looked at in perspec¬ 
tive. 

He explained: “Last year, 
for the first time since the 
last war, we increased our 
share of world trad® — we did 
very well indeed — but that 
increase was swamped by in- 
] creased costs in oil and food. 

“In fact, during 1973 the 
cost of our Imports into Bri¬ 
tain went up an extra 510 bil- 
I lion and that landed on the 
■ back of our economy."

Sir John emphasized that 
Britain is more dependent on 
imports than most other Eu¬ 
ropean countries. 

He said it is true that Bri¬ 
tain has problems — an annu¬ 
al inflation rate of 25 per cent 
and a July deficit in foreign 
trade of $1,147 billion — but 
he said he is certain the 
country is capable of coping 
with them. 

He laughed off a suggestion 
that Britain might be taken 
over by a dictatorship if the 
democratic system collapses 
because of economic chaos. 

"No one is worried about 
that sort of thing at all," he 
said. 

Sir John said It is a ‘ com¬ 
mon public assumption" that 
there will be a general elec¬ 
tion in October when the 
Labor government has rene¬ 
gotiated the terms of Britain's 
membership in the European 
Economic Community. He 
said inflation is the problem 
that most concerns British 
citizens at present. 

He said the Anglo - French 
Supersonic Concorde aircraft 
is “doing fine" even though 
Britain and France recently 
agreed to cut back from 19 to 
16 the number of Concordes to 
be built. 

Sir John said he is sure 
sales will soar when the air¬ 
craft is in commercial opera¬ 
tion because many countries 
are waiting to see the plane in 
use before placing orders.

HELSINKI — Two recent 
developments in Finland’s 
shipbuilding Industry may 
play small hut key roles in 
easing the western world's oil 
shortage problems. 

Ry the end of next year, the 
world’s first shallow-draft oil 
tanker will • slide down the 
ways of the state-owned Val- 
met shipbuilding company’s 
brand-new shipyard a few 
miles outside Finland’s capi¬ 
tal. 

The 150,000-ton-capacity 
vessel will require harbors 
only 50 feet deep, which 
means every present oil port 
in the United States could ac¬ 
commodate such a ship. 

Today’s supertankers, 
which run to 250,000 tons, 
draw too much water to fit 
into any U.S. port. 

An Integral part of the Alas¬ 
ka oil pipeline plan is to use 
•upertankers to move the oil 
•nuth to the United States, yet 
no western port can take 
them. Furthermore, the rising 
world price of oil has made 
•upertankers economically 
practical. 

Some thought has hreh 
given in the United States to¬ 
ward developing offshore un¬ 
loading facilities that would 
eliminate the need to either 
launch a major (and expen¬ 
sive) harbor-dredging pro¬ 
gram or settle for off-loading 
into smaller tankers for entry 
into present ports. 

But by fresh design and 
construction techniques, Val- 
met has begun production of a 
•hallow-draft tanker which 
may solve many of these 
problems. 

The design permits ultimate 
•izes up to 300,000 tons, ac¬ 
cording to a Valmet official. 
One Norwegian shipping com¬ 
pany has placed orders for 
four of the vessels, and an¬ 
other Norwegian company 
has ordered one. \ 


The first will cost $30 mil¬ 
lion; the fifth, to be complet¬ 
ed in 1977, $40 million. 

The second development by 
Finland’s shipbuilding in¬ 
dustry is a new type of off¬ 
shore oil drilling rig that can 
operate in depths up to 3,280 
feet: 

leading in the production of 
Ihis and other types of off¬ 
shore rigs is Rauma-Repola, 
an independent shipbuilding 
firm which has seized the ini¬ 
tiative in meeting worldwide 
demand for tapping new 
sources of oil. 

Major customers are the 
British, who hope their north 
Sea deposits will lead to self- 
sufficiency in oil energy.

('if Firms that specialize in'pro- 
vlding temporary help report 
growth rates of up to 40 per 
cent in billings and registra¬ 
tion of workers during the last 
two years. 

And despite the numbers 
enrolled, there are times 
when the industry cannot 
keep up with the soaring de¬ 
mand for part-time help. 

L>eaders in the industry see 
it providing a payroll of more 
than 84 million for more than 
12,000 temporary workers in 
the province this year: 

Barbara Rae, manager of 
Office Assistance Canada Ltd. 
and national secretary of the 
Association of Temporary 
Services, says the up-to-40 per 
cent increase *ln billings is 
slightly Illusory. 

"The total includes Inflation 


but real growth is still in the 
realm of 25 per cent," she 
says. 

Bryan Wilson, area manag¬ 
er of Office Overload, says 
,his firm has had an enrol¬ 
ment growth of 50 anj 40 per 
cent; respectively in August 
and July of this year over the 
same months of 1973. 

Temporary help firms first 
appeifed in Canada in the 
mid-1940s and in B.C. about 20 
years ago. 

Although in early years 
some firms were criticized for 
alleged exploitation of work¬ 
ers. today that criticism is 
largely stilled and the indu¬ 
stry been accepted as an im- 
ixvrtant segment of the bust - 
ness life of the country. 

One sign of its maturity has 
been the emergence of the Ca¬ 
nadian Association of Tempo¬ 
rary Services (C.A.T.S), the 
industry's official voice.

French diggers succeed after 42 years

KABUL, Afghanistan — *nia 
lost city of Alexander the 
Great has finally revealed It¬ 
self to the persistent shovels 
of French archeologists. 

Alexandria-on-the-Oxus was 
a missing link in the archeolo¬ 
gical record of the Macedon¬ 
ian conqueror, and the French 
had been on the trail for 42 
years before they had a lucky 
break. 

Mohammed Zahir Shan, 
then the king of the Afghans, 
was hunting near the Soviet 
bonier in northern Afghanis¬ 
tan when a peasant presented 
him with some atones bearing 
Greek inscriptions. 

Realizing their importance, 
the king informed the Delega¬ 
tion Archeologique Francaise 
en Afghanistan. 

However, because the site 
was near the sensitive Soviet 
border, the king at first al¬ 
lowed DAPA teams to work 
only a few hours at the place. 
They were forbidden to take 
notes. 

Gradually, DAFA was al¬ 
lowed more access and per¬ 
mission to begin excavation. 


Painstaking work in the 
years following the No¬ 
vember, 1963, discovery has 
finally put DAFA in a position 
to evaluate the find of the 
city, now called Ai Khanoum 
or Moon Lady in the Uzben 
language. 

"Ai Khanoum will at long* 
last unveil in all its magnifi¬ 
cence the much-sought-after 
Greco-Bactrian civilization 
. .said DAFA director Paul 
Bernard.

$221,850 
to soothe 
residents 


Victoria city council has au¬ 
thorized the spending of 
$221,850 to improve the traffic 
flow on Finlayson, thus end¬ 
ing a controversy which had 
residents on that street up in 
arms earlier this year. 

The money will be spent to 
widen Finlayson between 
Cook and Quadra, improve 
thp Cook-Finlayson intersec¬ 
tion and complete the Finlay¬ 
son extension between Cedar 
Hill and Doncaster. 

The Cedar Hill-Doncaster 
stretch is in Saanich, but the 
city is prepared to pay for the 
necessary work ($28,000) if 
Saanich agrees to the work 
going ahead. 

The widening of Finlayson 
between Cook and Quadra in¬ 
volves construction of two 
11 -foot traffic lanes and one 
eight-foot parking lane. 

Earlier this year, city coun¬ 
cil decided to close Finlayson 
to traffic, but was deluged 
with protests from angry citi¬ 
zens who demanded the remo¬ 
val of the barricades. 

Following a period of heat¬ 
ed public debate, council de¬ 
cided to widen the street to 
make it safer for traffic. The 
approval of the necessary ex¬ 
penditure simply confirmed 
that policy decision. 


Plane lands 
on belly 

A flying visit to Victoria 
had a rough landing Wednes¬ 
day when, at 11:20 a.m.. a 
two-engined Beechcratt Baron 
rhade landing with retracted 
wheels at Victoria Interna¬ 
tional Airport' 

The occupants, a Portland 
man who is owner-pilot, and 
his wife were .uninjured. Sid¬ 
ney RCMP and airport of¬ 
ficials said the plane suffered 
damage only to the propellors 
ami flaps. Apparently the mis¬ 
hap was due to an oversight, 
nul_mechanical failure. 


And Saanich municipality is 
responsible for the change, 
Mrs. Gordon said in a tele¬ 
phone interview Wednesday . 

Since the municipality 
pushed through a dirt road 
near her home about two 
years ago. she said, she has 
watched the foundation of her 
house crack, her chimney 
crumble and her children and 
others playing in an area site 
described as a death trap. 

The road, she said, is used 
as a service access to link the 
municipal works yard to Bor¬ 
den Street. 

'Hie surface is unnaved, 
sending clouds of dirt and 
dust billowing into her home 
a scant 10 to 15 feet from 
Ihe mad ami ending any 
outdoor use of her family's 
dwelling. 

The constant passage of 
heavy trucks and machinery 
so close to the house for the 
last two years has caused the 
foundation to crack and the 
chimney to crumble, she said. 

But the structural damage 
to her house is not Mrs. Gor¬ 
don's only complaint. 

The municipality — which 
owns the lot adjacent to her 
own — has used the land as a 
sort of overflow area for 
equipment and materials 
wtiirfi won't fit into the works 
yard. 

There is a pile of sand at 
least 20 feet high, she said, 
sitting in the middle <£ the lot. 

Since there is no fence to 
keep children off the proper¬ 
ty, she is afraid youngsters 
will use the sandpile as a play 
area. 

And that, she said, could 
lead to tragedy. 

The sand is loosely piled and 
a child digging in it could con¬ 
ceivably be buried and smoth¬ 
ered, the woman added. 

She said she had been com- 
'•plaining about conditions at 
the site for years and had fi¬ 
nally been told, early Wednes¬ 
day, the municipality would 
fence the property, plant 
some trees to landscape it 
and oil the dirt road. 

But that won’t fix her foun¬ 


dation, her chimney, or elimi¬ 
nate one of her chief com¬ 
plaints. 

The land in question, she 
said, is zoned single-family 
residential. 

"Under what authority does 
the municipality use it as an 
industrial site?” she demand¬ 
ed angrily. 

"They wouldn't let a private 
company get away with it.” 

Mrs. Gordon "has a legiti¬ 
mate complaint concerning 
the nuisance factor" created 
by the road, Saanich public 
works commitlee chairman, 
Aid. William Noel, said 
Wednesday. 

He c in firmed "immediate 
action” was being taken to 
abate the nuisance created by 
the road — in the form of the 
landscaping, fencing and oil¬ 
ing promised Wednesday 
morning — and said council 
would investigate the com¬ 
plaint about structural dam¬ 
age to the house.

Acupuncture for Victoria 


One of Victoria’s major hospitals will 
have an acupuncture clinic in dperation in 
the near future, according to Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke. ' 

Oocke said Wednesday a second unit 
would be located at Vancouver General Hos¬ 
pital, but declined to say whether the Vic¬ 
toria clinic would be located at Royal Jubilee 
or Victoria General. 

"One of the major problems bail been in 
locating trained personnel.” Cocke said. 
"That’s why there has been a delay for 
almost a year. But we do have some highly 
qualified people with a year of training be¬ 
hind them now and we should be ready to go 
in a very short time." 

The acupuncture clinics will be supervised 
by qualified physicians and surgeons. 


Asked if there were any developments In 
negotiations with the Capital Region Hospital 
Board for establishment of a superplanning 
board for hospital construction and develop¬ 
ment in the region, Cocke replied: "We have 
agreed on the direction we are going." 

Cocke said he was becoming increasingly 
concerned with delays in hospital construc¬ 
tion because of rising costs. 

"We were preceded In office by a very 
conservative administration,” he said. "It 
was their decision not to build in major 
centres, including Jubilee, and they left us 
with an awful load." 

Despite rising costs, Cocke said no consid¬ 
eration was being given to changing the 60-40 
cost sharing formula now in operation. Under 


that system the provincial government pays 
60 per cent of the capital costs and regional 
district pays 40 per cent. 

He added that his major concern was 
with spiralling operating costs. 

Cocke also slated that, as part of provid¬ 
ing comprehensive health services for the 
people of B.C., he had recently instituted a 
survey to determine the main health prob¬ 
lem areas in the province. 

Headed by Dr. E. I. Signori of the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia, the 10-member 
study team will interview workers in forest¬ 
ry, fishing, mining and construction to com¬ 
pile data which, Cocke said, "could be very 
useful to us in the development of compre¬ 
hensive preventative health programs.”

Monday to discuss the code's 
ban on sex discrimination in 
job advertisements and its ef¬ 
fect on the industry. 

Bellamy requested the 
meeting after several restau¬ 
rant operators complained to 
him about letters from Ms.\ 
Ruff's office asking them to 


Jubilee to run combined facility 

Yets’ staff to switch 


All permanent employees of . 
Veterans’ Hospital will be ab¬ 
sorbed in the staff of Royal 
Jubilee Hospital when the 
270-bed federal hospital be¬ 
comes part of Royal Jubilee 
at midnight Sunday. 

The agreement transferring 
the federal hospital provides 
^ that all employees with "con- 
;$inuing employment status" 
in the federal civil service 
will become part of Royal Ju¬ 
bilee staff. 

Margaret Barraclough, Ju¬ 
bilee’s personnel director, 


said Wednesday the approxi¬ 
mately 360 fulltime employees 
at the Veterans’ Hospital—to 
l>e renamed Memorial Pavil¬ 
ion after the transfer — will 
be taken on staff without loss 
of seniority or |>cnsion bene¬ 
fits. 

Former Veterans’ Hospital 
staff will have the choice, she 
said, to remain in the feder¬ 
al government pension plan, 
or transfer their contributions 
and service to the municipal 
superannuation plan with all 
pension rights intact. 


People employed by the vet¬ 
erans’ affairs department on 
a casual basis for relief work 
are not included in the 
transfer agreement, Miss 
Barraclough said. 

Ihe integration of the two 
hospitals will bring the total 
Jubilee's staff to almost 1,800 
and makes it the second larg¬ 
est hospital in the province 
with about 1,000 beds. 

"We will need that number 
of employees," she said, ad¬ 
ding the Veterans’ Hospital 
hasn’t been run full capacity. 


The Jubilee s day-surgery 
program, where patients are 
operated on and released the 
Vamc day, will be transferred 
to Memorial Pavilion where 
100 of tlie 270 beds will be 
available for general commu¬ 
nity use. The 170 beds will 
continue to be used for veter- 
'anca^e. 

Although the two huspilals 
become one Monday, L. J. 
Glass ford, Jubilee board vice- 
president, said many details 
still have to be worked out. 


change job advertisements for 
waitresfes. 

Last week, some restaurant 
owners in Victoria tried to 
satisfy Ms. Ruff by advertis¬ 
ing for waitress-waiters, then 
adding that employees must 
wear dresses. 

. Bellamy said the main ob¬ 
jection of the operators to the 
code was that "it takes away 
their right to hire who they 
want." 

Discrimination on the basis 
of race, color, or creed is not 
a problem, he said, "but boy, 
when it comes to the sex 
angle we’re really in a spot. 
Some parts of the industry 
are geared specifically to one 
sex or the other.” 

He added that the restau¬ 
rant industry has been gra¬ 
dually changing its hiring po¬ 
licies, employing males in tra¬ 
ditionally female jobs and 
vice-versa. 

Discrimination in hiring has 
been Illegal since 1969, but the 
new code plugs a loophole 
which permitted discrimi¬ 
natory job ads. 

The code also provides a 
budget for the human rights 
branch and gives it authority 
to initiate legal proceedings 


against employers without a 
written complaint, and penal¬ 
ties up to $5,000 for violations 
of the code. 


Ms. Ruff expects the code, 
approved by the Legislature 
last October, to be proclaimed 
this September. 


Empress staff

Workers at The Empress voted 97 per cent in 
favor of strike action to back up contract demands 
in current negotiations with CP Hotels, spokesman 
for the Transport Workers Union hotel division 
said Wednesday. 

But no strike notice will be served on the hotel 
unless mediation talks slated for Sept. 3 fail to 
bring about an agreement, the union's area repre¬ 
sentative, Jim Greely, said in a telephone inter¬ 
view. 

Greely said 3(>0 ballots were east in the voting. 
The hotel employs more than 400 union members. 

Union demands in the dispute have not been 
made public and both sides have agreed not to dis¬ 
cuss the negotiations publicly. However, the union 
is re|>orted to be seeking a $2 an hour wage in¬ 
crease.

Funeral services will be 
held at 3:30 p.m. Friday in 
Sands Mortuary for former 
Saanich reeve Joseph William 
Casey who died Tuesday at 
the age of 79. 

The former reeve re tired in 
the late 1950s from B. C. Elec¬ 
tric. He had operated garages 
in the city before 1917 when 
he .joined the company for 
which he was Vancouver Is¬ 
land line superintendent for 
many years. 

•He entered municipal poli¬ 
tics in 3928 when he ran un¬ 
successfully for Victoria city 
council. In 1946 he moved to 
Saanich and the following 
year ran successfully for a 
councillor’s seat. 

In 1949 he was elected reeve 
and held that port until 1955. 
He is credited with getting the 
■municipality a drainage and 
sewerage system. 

In 1957 he tried his hand at 
federal politics in an un¬ 
successful bid for the Socred 
nomination. 

Casey was appointed Royal 
Jubilee Hospital’s first sena¬ 
tor in 3968 in recognition of 15 
years of service on the board. 

He was chairman of 
Greater Victoria Water Board 
and Victoria-Saanich parks 
and beaches committee in the 
early 1950s. 

His family, originally called 
Caissiey, came from Quebec. 
Casey was bom here in 1895 
and attended Kingston Street 
and South Park schools. 

He was a member of the 
Capital Cily Izxige No. 61, 
Knights of Pythias. 

He is survived by .his wife. 
Margaret: two sons, El wood 
and Raymond: a daughter, 
Mrs. Viola Bams well, and 
five grandchildren, all of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Rev. W. E. Greenhalgh will 
conduct the funeral.

Lawrence Pollen of Arabia amid battle’s carnage: 
‘There’s nobody left to kill, all dragons slain’

Victoria I^Jayor Peter pollen 
gives the ’Impression these 
days of I-awrence of Arabia 
who, when asked why he sat 
crying among the carnage fol¬ 
lowing a battle, said, "Ihere's 
nobody left to kill.” 

When Pollen was elected 
mayor about three years ago, 
he was facing numerous ad¬ 
versaries. 

Developers, ’who had had a 
‘free hand until then, were to 
be curtailed in their "rapa¬ 
cious entrepreneur" activi¬ 
ties, he warned. 

He was committed to revis¬ 
ing the city’s zoning policies, 
reducing building densities 
which had previously resulted 


in what the mayor called dev¬ 
elopment "monstrosities.” 

Three years later, Pollen 
has slain the dragons who, in 
his opinion, stood in the way 
of orderly development. 

The Reid Centre con¬ 
troversy is resolved. J. A. 
Mace is no longer active on 
the Victoria development 
scene. 

Zoning densities have been 
drasticaily reduced, virtually 
outlawing buildings higher 
than 14 stories. 

One of the most advanced 
sign bylaws has been passed, 
eliminating billboards, roof 
signs and third-party adver¬ 
tising signs within another 12 
months. 

The Inner Harbor has been 


faking on a new look. The 
Ocean Cement site is vacated, 
the Imperial Oil station will 
soon disappear, the Lower 
Causeway has become a reali¬ 
ty. 

The list of Pollen’s achieve¬ 
ments is impressive. A new 
spirit has been introduced in 
Victoria, a spirit of humaniz¬ 
ing the city. The mayor’s plan 
to convert part of Govern¬ 
ment Street to a semi-pedes¬ 
trian mall is one manifesta¬ 
tion of this new spirit. 

But now, the mayor appears 
to be convinced that his role 
is played out. His major am¬ 
bitions realized, Pollen seems 
prepared for bis exit from the 
political stage. 


His activities are now 
directed toward "cleaning 
up” the odds and ends. The 
Crystal Garden is one of the 
items he seems to want to 
dispose of before he steps 
down as mayor at the end of 
his second term next year. 

There are, however, those 
on city council who claim that 
Pollen fails to recognize the 
biggest threat the city has 
ever faced. 

That threat, they say., is the 
provincial government with 
its evergrowing civil service. 

One of the aldermen taking 
this stance is Sam Bawlf. He 
is trying to make a case for 
his belief that the provincial 
government will jeopardize 


every achievement council 
has made during the past 
three years. 

The threat posed by Mace, 
Reid and other developers in 
the past, Bawlf says, is 
child’s play, compared with 
the havoc provincial interfer¬ 
ence will bring about. 

If Bawlf is right, Pollen 
lias, indeed, failed to deal 
with die city’s major threat. 

Tne mayor is advocating a 
rpore conciliatory relationship 
with the province. Bawlf ap¬ 
pears to be eager to take on 
Premier Barrett and his gov¬ 
ernment. 

Bawlf uses an impressive 
array of figures to back up 


his claims. He says the pro¬ 
vincial government’s plan to 
build more than one million 
square-feet of office space in 
Victoria in the next three 
years will cause a virtual 
breakdown of the city’s zon¬ 
ing pattern. 

Tills massive increase in 
the city's office floor space 
from 2.4 million to 3.4 mil¬ 
lion square-feet, he says, will 
result in a complete mono¬ 
polization of the construction 
industry in the city. 

Industry’s capability to de¬ 
liver the required govern¬ 
ment office space, he says, 
will be taxed to its utmost, 
leaving nothing for the pri¬ 
vate sector. 

Not only will existing busi¬ 


nesses be replaced, but there 
will be no space for them 
elsewhere, Bawlf claims. 

The influx of "office floor- 
space activity” will trigger a 
related influx in automobile 
traffic, over-taxing the city’s 
traffic capacity. 

The existing sewage, park¬ 
ing and recreation facilities, 
he says, will be totally inade¬ 
quate. 

Above all, Bawlf fears the 
city will be incapable of deal¬ 
ing with the problems because 
of a lack of funds. 

The provincial government 
pays only 15 mills in property 
tax for all its holdings. The 
regular mill rate is about 75 
mills, with 40 mills going to 


the city and ihe remaining 35 
mills to the school board. 

Because of the province’! 
failure to pay the going mill 
rate, Bawlf says, the city is 
losing $1 million a year and 
will lose more in the future. 

To date, Pollen hasn’t com- 
m e n t e d elaborately on 
B a w 1 f ’ s arguments. The 
mayor said recently that he 
wants to patch up relations 
with the province. Bawlf says 
that’s impossible, unless the 
city submits, to the provincial 
treatment without resistance. 

Pollen and Bawlf hare so 
far not come to an open split 
over their opposing views, but 
that may soon happen.

While Danahy declined to 
enlarge upon his original 
statement involving the in¬ 
volvement of the long-time 
New York Giants orthopedic 
surgeon in a $26 million-a- 
year sports gambling opera¬ 
tion, indications are that this 
probably was done in the case 
of Dr. Anthony Pisani. 

Pisanl, a prominent ortho¬ 
pedic surgeon, resigned as the 
Giant’s surgeon this year 
after holding the post for 10 
years. He is still listed in the 
team brochure. 

No charges were made 
against Dr. Pisani but he was 
named in a 40-count indict¬ 
ment issued against Thomas 
Musto, 64. of New York, and 
Michael Astarita, 47. of Hills¬ 
dale.

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Older people don t decline 


Austrian professor •questions theory 


Man won’t breed to death 
say optimistic Chinese 


By BOB DOUGLAS 

TORONTO (CP) — The old 
theory that men and women 
physically and mentally de¬ 
cline as they grow older has 
been questioned by an Aus¬ 
trian sociologist. 

I/eopold Rosen mayr of the 
University of Vienna said in 
an Interview Wednesday that 
recent research indicates 
older men and women retain 
high mental and physical ca¬ 
pacities. 

These findings should lead 
In a change in generally-ac¬ 
cepted retirement plans, he 
said. There should be greater 
flexibility in retirement age. 

Prof. Rosenmayr, who has 
written widely about youth 
and aging, is attending the 
World Congress of Sociology 
here. 

Medical research shows 
that the human heart does not 


generally deteriorate as man 
grows older, he said. 

“It is true that muscular 
strength generally declines,” 
he aaid; “But this is not some¬ 
thing that can't be con- 
troll ed.” 

Many mountain climbers 
more than 60 years of age 
were as strong as 20-year-old 
men. It was a question of 
choosing the right sports to 
maintain fitness. 

Intelligence studies have 
shown that the human brain 
• an adapt to age, he said. Ex- 
p e r i e n c e and knowledge 
gained over a lifetime com- 
j>ensated for loss of menial 
Rl*»ed. 

He suggested retirement 
ages should not be rigid. 


Someone with a broad edu¬ 
cation and sufficient savings 
might be ready to retire earli¬ 
er than a less-educated per¬ 
son. Others might be able to 
continue working usefully well 
beyond normal retirement 
age. 

The congress was also told 
that despite “prophecies of 
doom” the world can support 
a much larger population-aid¬ 
ed by better farming meth¬ 
ods. 

Roger Revelle. a Harvard 
University population expert, 
discounted predictions that 
the world will succumb either 
to extravagant waste of re¬ 
sources or runaway popula¬ 
tion growth. 

He said all resources Are 


renewable. Hie sun is an in¬ 
exhaustible source of energy, 
he said. 

The fain problem facing 
the world is food production 
— not population growth. 

The Harvard professor said 
high-yield seeds and more 
machinery might increase 
farm production in underde¬ 
veloped countries. 

But first these nations need 
to he developed economically 
to handle the expense of 
transforming agriculture. 

Until that happens, Fmf. 
Revelle suggested a world 
food bank be built up by de¬ 
veloped countries to supply 
poorer countries with food 
when famine strikes. 

He said a world population 


of 38 billion to 40 billion might 
be supported if adequate 
farming methods are adopted 
round the globe.. That’s 10 to 
13 times the current world 
population. 

And in another address the 
congress was told the growing 
appetite for more consumer 
goods in western countries is 
as serious a strain on world 
resources as increasing popu¬ 
lation in developing countries. 

Roy Burman, deputy regis¬ 
trar-general of India, said 
western countries have no 
right to fell developing coun¬ 
tires 4o curb population 
growth while they increase 
consumption of consumer 
goods. 

The resources required to 
care for one child in the Unit¬ 
ed States would look after 
1.500 children in underde¬ 
veloped countries. 


BUCHAREST < Reuter ) 
China, the world's most- 
populated country, does not 
agree with those who say man 
is doomed to over-breed him¬ 
self into extinction. 

“China is full of optimism 
for die ftitufe of mankind.” 
Chinese delegate Hsu Shou- 
yen told the United Nations 
population conference. 

He said the creativity of Ihe 
masses is limitless and ihe 
man's capacity to change and 
develop his environment will 
grow'. 

History and science both 
show that production will 
always grow at a faster rate 
ihan population and it is 
wrong to think that population 
is hindering the development 
of the Third World, he said. 


China's population had grown 
by 70 per cent in the last 20 
years but production had still 
outstripped it, he said. 

China has a population of 
about 800 million. 

And the Soviet Union said 
that industrial countries are 
using the world population 
issue as a smokescreen to 
hide their imperial designs. 

Imperialism not the lack 
of birth control - is "the 
main obstacle in the progress 
of developing nations,” the 
chief Soviet delegate told the 
confererice. 

I^v Markovich Volodarsky 
added: “There is no reason to 
artifically reduce the growth 
in population in the U.S.S.R. 
The number of children is de¬ 
cided by the mothers.” 


The Soviet Union and its so¬ 
cialist neighbors in Eastern 
Europe, not threatened by 
problems of rampant expand¬ 
ing populations, hold that pop¬ 
ulation policies remain the 
sole province of each country. 

The Soviets said economic 
and political development, not 
birth control, are the ans¬ 
wers to popidbtion problems. 

But the Soviet delegation 
did not reject the draft UNy 
world population plan of ac¬ 
tion which forms the focus of 
debate at the 12-day confer¬ 
ence. 

Volodarsky said his delega¬ 
tion will Introduce proposals 
into the plan that would 
“stress economic and aoci&l 
reforms on an International 
basis."

OTTAWA (CP> Adher¬ 
ence m the broadcast code on 
children’s advertising has 
heen made a condition of 
* broadcast licences, the Cana¬ 
dian Radio-Television Com¬ 
mission announced Wednes¬ 
day. 

The CRTC said it acted in 
response to the Commons 
broadcasting' committee, 
which “in its reports on chil¬ 
dren’s advertising indicated 
ihat regardless of how ex¬ 
cellent the procedures of self¬ 
regulation through the broad¬ 
cast code might be, a 
stronger enforcement system 
would be desirable.’’ 

The CRTC said last Oc¬ 
tober that all broadcasters 
would bp required to give 
commitments to observe the 
code. 

“The commission Intended 
that the code should have vir¬ 
tually the strength of a CRTC’ 
regulation, while maintaining 
the flexibility and respon¬ 
siveness of an industry code," 
said the CRTC statement 
issued Wednesday. 

Since last October, both the 


CRTC and the Consumer’s As¬ 
sociation of Canada have 
monitored children’s pro¬ 
grams on television stations. 

“Concern expressed to the 
commission has indicated that 
even though ihe self-regula¬ 
tory procedures of the code 
ha\e proven effective, further 
assurances were required io 
ensure adherence to the code

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Chemical may stall obesity |~ Disaster for elderly 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) 
— Researchers at the Medical 
College of Wisconsin have dis¬ 
covered a chemical in the 
stomachs of animals which 
reduces the appetite for food. 


This discovery may one day 
lead to a drug to help fat peo¬ 
ple lose weight, although that 
may be years away. 

Dr. Anuiony Sances, profes¬ 
sor of bio-medical engineering 


in neurosurgery, said in an in¬ 
terview the discovery came 
about during anesthesia ex- 
periements on monkeys. 

Researchers were experi¬ 
menting with electrically in¬ 



duced anesthesia and found 
that gastric acid secretion in 
ihe stomachs of the monkeys 
was almost totally halted and 
they had no appetite. 

Even when Ihe gastric 
nerves were cut and the mon¬ 
keys made paraplegic, appli¬ 
cation of electric current to 
the brain resulted in vastly 
reduced gastric acid secre¬ 
tion. 

The researcher* found that 
when gastric juices from the 
lining of the stimulated mon¬ 
keys’ stomachs were injected 
into rats, there was a loss of 
appetite in the rats, accom¬ 
panying reduced gastric acid 
secredtion. 

The same thing happened 
when these juices were inject¬ 
ed into other monkeys. There 
have been no tests of the 
juices involving humans. 

An unamed chemical, a pro¬ 
tein, was identified in the stu¬ 


dies as being responsible for 
the reduced gastric acid se¬ 
cretion and the consequent 
loss ol appetite. 

Sarces said he and his c.t- 
workers are analysing the 
composition of the chemical 
in the hope that it can be pro¬ 
duced synthetically, since it 
would bg difficult to obtain 
enough of it from natural 
sources for use in treating a 
large number of patients.

In addition to possible use 
in the treatment of obesity, 
Sances said, such a ding 
might lie used also in the 
treatment of stomach ulcers 
since it would reduce the 
amount of aied secreted and 
would allow the ulcos to heal. 

Sances said he hopes a syn¬ 
thetic preparation might l>e 
available, for 'humans to take 
orally $o it wilj not have to be 
injected.

The trouble with peaches is 
they're never around when 
you really need-.them. What 
we wouldn’t give for a peach 
in February, to slice over 
breakfast cereal or cottage 
cheese! 

It's easy to salt away some 
of the season's bounty in your 
freezer. Peaches are one of 
the best calorie bargains 
around, only .'12 calories per 
!ialf-cup serving (compared 
with 100 calories or more for 
the commercial frozen kind*. 

Virtually all directions for 
freezing fruit ignore the diet¬ 
er. ‘ Most methods call for 
submerging it in a gooey

Here are several alterna- I 
fives to sugar-packed peach¬ 
es. All work equally well, so | 
choose according to diet re¬ 
quirements and personal pre¬ 
ference. 

Peaches should be ripe but 
not mushy. The skins ran be 
quickly removed by submerg¬ 
ing the fruit in boiling water 
for about 30 seconds. To pre¬ 
vent their darkening, use 
either lemon juice or ascor¬ 
bic acid crystals (sold with 
■> the freezing or canning sup¬ 
plies in some supermarkets). 
Leave expansion room at the 
tops of freezing containers. 
Pack fruit in small quanti¬ 
ties. Use frozen fruit within 
the year. Apricots and nec¬ 
tarines can be frozen accord¬ 
ing to these methods, but it 
isn’t necessary to peel them.

TORONTO (CP) - A world¬ 
wide collapse with great suf¬ 
fering for ihe elderly faces so¬ 
ciety in the next 100 years, 
says United States sociologist 
Irving Rosow. 

He told a session at Ihe 
world congress of sociology 
here Tuesday that if present 
trends continue wars famine 
and disease will strike world¬ 
wide in the next century. 

Rosow, a sociologist at the 
University of California, said 
smaller, more rigidly con¬ 
trolled countries would proba¬ 
bly emerge from the wreck¬ 
age. 


Technically, these countries 
would be backward, but the 
ago would regain some of 
their traditional authority. 

Rosow said that if world 
population grows unchecked, 
it will balloon to 40 billion in 
100 years from the current 3.6 
billion. However, disease, 
famine and war would proba¬ 
bly contain it to between 
seven and 20 billion. 

A growing uae of man-made 
heat might change climates 
and create great damage, he 
said. There woqld be an eco¬ 
nomic setback, and a decline 
in health. 


The elderly would suffer 
particularly, as they would be 
ill-equipped to compete for 
survival with the young. 

"The life expectancy would 
decline and fewer people 
would ever become old,”, he 
said. 

But after the collapse of the 
Industrialized world, the more 
traditional society would 
emerge. + 

This would bring great ben¬ 
efits to the elderly, as their 
experience and knowledge 
would be once more respect¬ 
ed.

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Storage of sperm „ 
may be useless z 




OTTAWA (CP) Men 

choosing to store their »p£rm 
in deep-freeze sperm banks 
may lie getting cheated 
both financially and by false 
expectations, says a world au¬ 
thority on animal and human 
reproduction. 

Prof. Richard Blandau of 
Seattle, Wash., president of 
the Society for the Study of 
Reproduction, said in an in¬ 
terview Tuesday there is 
“grave doubt" that human 
spermatozoa specimens 
stored over a long period are 
capable of fertilizing the ova 
or female reproductive cells. 

Despite this doubt, sperm 
banks are springing up all 
over the workl and charging 
large sums to store the sperm 
apecimens of men undergoing 
vasectomies who want insur¬ 
ance against the day they 
may wish to have children, lie 
said. 

"This situation is untenable 
on the information we have,” 
he said at the society’s annual 
meeting. “More research is 
required." 

Blandau, of the University 
of Washington school of medi¬ 
cine, is cdotor of a soon-to-bo- 
pirblished text on the biology 
of aging of eggs and sperm. 

He said he did not know¬ 
how many sperm banks have 
come into existence in the last 
several years, “bin they have 
beedme common all over the 
United States." 

It is known that sperm colls 
lose their vitality and ability 
to move spontaneously over 
time, despite preservation in 
a frozen state, but hard data 
on the rate of deterioration is 
lacking. 

Cattle spermatozoa have 
successfully fertilized female 
reproductive cells after \\ to 
20 years in cold storage but it 
cannot beassumed this time 
period would apply for people, 
said Blandau. 

It might lie decades before 
researchers know whether 
human spermatozoa speci¬ 
mens now in cold storage are 
capable of reproduction after 
preservation for 20 or 30 
years. 


Slower speeds 
boon to animals 

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— The 55-mile-per-hour speed 
limit in the United Slates will 
save the lives of 100 million 
animals this year, the Animal 
Protection Institute of Ameri¬ 
ca said. Belton Mouras, pres¬ 
ident of the Sacra men to-baspd 
group, estimated the lower 
speed limit would cut animal 
deaths on roads by 15 per. 
rent. 


Blandau also said attempts 
to create so-called “tost tul>e" 
b:ibies should erase until 
more research is done with 
animals. . 

There was scant evidence 
that children bom from this 
procedure would have “nor¬ 
mal embryo development or 
that their mental capacities 
and intelligence vv mid Ik? 
normal." 

He was i*eforring to reports 
from England last month that 
three children have been bom 
in Europe to women infertile 
because of fallopian-tube 
blockages. 

The reports said surgical¬ 
ly-extracted ova were mixed 
with the husbands’ sperm and 
cultured for five to 10 days in 
a laboratory. The tiny em- 
bryoes or blastocysts created 
from this union were then im¬ 
planted in the mother*! 
wombs.

He said scientific studies to 
learn more about animal re¬ 
production might ultimately 
save millions of fioople from 
starvation. 

Already there has been ini¬ 
tial success wdth superovula¬ 
tion. whereby the pituitary 
glands of sj>ecial breeds f 
tows are stimulated so the 
animals each produce 20 to 30 
f'ggs. These eggs have been 
transplanted into ordinary 
cows, producing offspring lhat 
gnw faster and produce more 
protein.

Britons glum on future 


I/)NDON (CP) - An exten¬ 
sive newspaper investigation 
into the attitudes of all 
classes in British society has 
disclosed an apparently stun¬ 
ning lack of confidence in the 
future and in the country's en¬ 
tire political leadership. 

In a three-part series, re¬ 
porter Graham Turner writes 
in the Sunday Telegraph 
that “even though they (the 
British people) have been fed 
on a diet'of crisis for the lasf 
decade, they still sense that 
what lies ahead is of a very 
different order from the 
alarms that have gone be¬ 
fore." 

Some of the most startling 
comments reported in the 
(' o'n s p r v a tive-supporiing 
newspaper came from Lord 
Robens, a former Labor gov¬ 
ernment minister and one¬ 
time head of the National 
Coal Board. 


‘‘Unless there are 
changes, said Robens, a 
director of the Bank of Eng¬ 
land and Times Newspapers 
Ltd., "we are on the verge of 
bankruptcy or a great eco¬ 
nomic disaster. 

"At the moment we are 
hastening ... towards a major 
depreciation of the currency 
of which the consequences, i# 
nothing is done, would be the 


final bust. We arc alrnbst at 
the stage of the Weimar repub¬ 
lic before Hitler. 

"The political consequences 
of that are a dictatorship of 
left or right. 1 wouldn't care 
to say which it will be but, in* 
trouble, I think we tend to 
turn more to the right than to 
the left.” 

In general, the newspaper 
found an immense gap, bitter¬ 


ness and misunderstanding 
between the working classes 
and the trade unions and their 
employers and holders of 
great wealth. 

While this in itself is not 
necessarily peculiar In Bri¬ 
tain, the apparent depth of 
hostility and gloom which ac¬ 
company it give the problem 
here a uniquely-menacing 
character.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) The 
cancer mortality rate among 
members of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints, or Mormons, is among 
the lowest of any group of 
Americans, says a researrher 
at UCLS’a achool of public 
health. 

Only Seventh Day Adven¬ 
tists have a lower cancer 
mortality rate, according to 
Dr. James Enstrom of the 
school’s division of Epidemio¬ 
logy- 

Enstrom began investigat¬ 
ing the correlation between 
Mormons and cancer two 
years ago after reading that 
Utah has the nation’s lowest 
cancer rate. 

Among the state’s M mil¬ 
lion residents. 73 per cent of 
whom are Mormons, the 
cancer death rate is 75 per 
cent of the national cancer

have a lower ratp of rancer of 
the breast, stomach, colon, 
rectum, uterus, prostale and 
kidney. 

While Enstrom said the low 
consumption of alcohol, tobac¬ 
co, coffee, tea and addictive 
drugs may be a factor in the 
lower cancer dealh rale 
among Mormons, there are 
others. . 

He cited the group's general 
health practices such as get¬ 
ting enough exercise and 


sleep, outdoor activities, and 
the Mormon emphasis on 
family life. 

"They believe in a very 
strong family structure.’’ En¬ 
strom said. "Their family life 
tends lo be much more stable 
than that of the general popu¬ 
lation." 

This is espec ially true for 
older Mormons, he said. 
Whereas many American se¬ 
nior citizens are isolated from 
the rest of the population, 


Mormons tend to take care of 
their older members, getting 
them active in the church. 

Studies at Loma Linda 
Univer sity in San Ber¬ 
nardino. Calif, have disclosed 
low cancer rates among Sev¬ 
enth Day Adventists. Enstrom 
said. He suggested the Adven¬ 
tists’ stricter diet regulations 
contributed to their cancer 
mortality rate, which is 
slightly lower than that of the 
Mormons.

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Seems to me that some of 
the cleverest gardeners In and 
around Victoria jire those who 
exercise their hobhy in a tiny 
plot in the heart of the town. 

The man with rolling acres 
out in the country can plant 
pretty well anything he wants, 
hut in a restricted bit of 
ground, every prospective oc¬ 
cupant must be studied and 
pondered over. 

Will It get too tall and over¬ 
shadow its neighbors? Will it 
spread too much? Does it re¬ 
main in bloom long enough to 
pay the rent for the precious 
space it occupies? 

With these points in mind, T 
would like to suggest some 
hardy herbaceous perennials 
suitable for a tiny border, 
chosen not only for their com¬ 
pact habit of growth but also 
for their long season of bloom 
and their generosity with 
their flowers. 

A "must" in this category 
is the golden Coreopsis gran- 
diflora, and particularly the 
variety Sunburst. Its firsl 
golden flowers appear Iwfore 
the end of June, and the plant 
is never without bloom until 
well on into October, carried

on a slender, graceful plant 
that needs no staking and 
never gets blown over. 

There Is an Evening 
Primrose, not too easy to 
come by, called Oenothera te- 
trajgona, and this one too 
gives an uninterrupted three 
months of bloom. During the 
entire summer it is covered 
with flat trusses of golden yel¬ 
low, cupshaped flowers, with 
reddish brown stems and 
bright green leaves making a 
fine background for the gold¬ 
en blossoms. 

Another beautifully compact 
plant is Stokesia laevis, which 
at first glance might be taken 
for a giant China aster in a 
clear blue shade. Standing 12 
to 18 inches tall, it flowers ex¬ 
travagantly throughout the 
summer and autumn, and is 
almost never bothered by in¬ 
sect pests. 

The true geraniums (not pe¬ 
largoniums) contribute sever¬ 
al kinds which qualify for the 
tiny perennial border, and in 


particular I like Geranium 
endressii and its varieties, 
with flowers in several shades 
of pink and salmon, blooming 
almost all summer long. 

These plants (the true gera¬ 
niums i spread a bit more 
freely than I would like, but 
this same invasive habit does 
help to smother weeds, and 
actually, it isnt’ too difficult 
to keep It within reasonable 
bounds. 

The Geums, old favorites of 
mine, can also pass the test 
for non-sto|s bloom, and I can 
recommend from personal ex¬ 
perience Geum borisii with 
orange flowers, bl<x>ming 
from May to October. 

Others among niy favorite 
Geums are Fire Opal, flame 
scarlet: l*ady Strathoden. but¬ 
ler yellow: and Mrs. Brad¬ 
shaw, dark red. Although the 
Geums are firsl cousins to the 
common strawberry plant, 
they arp not in the least in¬ 
vasive. 

The Krigerons arp no longpr 


the troublesome plants they 
once were, with muddy colors 
and a bad habit of hanging 
their heads. New kinds of 
these many-petalled daisies 
are available now that stand 
as straight as troops on 
parade. 

One of the best is the clear 
shell-pink Felicity, while Di¬ 
mity makes a mound of color 
only nine inches high covered 
with rose-pink blooms from 
early June until late August. 
Dignity is a bit taller, bearing 
blooms of a deep violet hue. 

T wouldn’t want 1o get along 
without the perennial Sca¬ 
bious. fqr not only does it 
possess every attribute we 
spek in a plant for a small 
garden, hut it is unexcelled as 
a cut flower too. 

For many years my favor¬ 
ite variety was Clive Greaves, 
bred by the late Col. J. II. 
House when hp was 92 years 
old. Unfortunately. this fine 
variety seems to have disap¬ 
peared from the plant cata¬ 
logues these days, hut I can 
recommend Floral Charm, 
Morrheim Blue and Wanda, 
all in dilterenl shades of blue.

Fall session a brief one 


Premier Barrett said 
Wednesday that there will be 
a short session of the B. C. 
Legislature this fall. 

At the same time, looking 
jfresh and rested after two 
days of think-tank sessions at 
Mesachie Lake, Barrett said 
he and his cabinet ministers 
would stxrn launch fence- 
mending tours throughout the 
province. 


“We have been so busy 
being administrators that we 
have forgotten to be ixilici- 
tians,” the premier said. 

He declined to give the 
dates of the fall session or to 
discuss specific legislation to 
be introduced, but he guaran¬ 
teed that the mini-session 
“will not conflict with any 
other political parties’ con¬ 
ventions.''’ 


Social Credit is scheduled to 
hold a two-day policy session 
at Harrison Hot Springs Sept. 
23-24 and its annual conven¬ 
tion in mid-November. Liber¬ 
als plan to meet Oct. 18-20 in 
Venion and the Conservatives 
Nov. 22-24 at an as yet un¬ 
decided location. 

Specualtion is that the fall 
session will fall between those 
dates, providing the premier's 


Interior job plight 
to get rush answer 


Resources Minister Robert 
Williams has pledged high 
priority to finding a solution 
to problems plaguing the In¬ 
terior Lumber Manufacturers 
Assoeiaition. 

Williams made that promise 
Wednesday afternoon after 
discussing the situation. 2,000 
men out of work and the 
threat of more lay-offs to 
come unless some relief on 
stumpage rales can be provid¬ 
ed. 

Williams said A1 Mac¬ 
Donald. secretary-treasurer of 
the association, had presented 
a good case at the Wednesday 
meeting. 

“I will be discussing the 
matter with the minister of fi¬ 
nance this week," he said. "I

VANCOUVER (CP) A 
woodworkers union official 
Tuesday predicted mass un¬ 
employment in the R.C. 
lumber industry this winter. 

"The industry has practical¬ 
ly collapsed in the province, 
and we can’t see any day¬ 
light.’’ said Doug Evans, fi¬ 
nancial secretary of the 
IWA’s Vancouver local. 

Evans told Vancouver and 
District Labor Council dele¬ 
gates that more than 2,000 of 
the local's 6,500 members 
have already been laid off be¬ 
cause of the sharp nosedive In 
lumber demand 

"Some operations ar^ re¬ 
duced to simply chipping 
whole logs and selling the 
• hips to pulp mills. There are 
going to be masses out of 
work and we expect this 
gloomy picture to last right 
through the winter." he said. 

Evans blamed the situation 
on the Liberal government in 
Ottawa for allowing the prime 
interest to rise above 6 per 
cent last year. 

"The minute they allowed 
the banks to do that, mort¬ 
gage rates went sky-high. 
With the present rate at 12 
per cent, who can even think 
of buying or building a house? 
No wonder the housing mar¬ 
ket has collapsed,” he said. 

Evans said the federal gov¬ 
ernment's 11 per cent tax on 
building materials and the 
provincial government’s 5 per 
cent tax on top of that have 
also contributed to the drop in 
construction activity. 

He called on the federal 
government to encourage low- 
cost housing and make money 
available at rates people can 
a I ford.

the immediate problems that

MacDonald said the 2.1)00 
men now out of work in Inte¬ 
rior logging and lumber 
operations represented too 
large a portion of the 12.000 
person work force. 

Williams said there were 
two methods of attacking the 
problem. 

“Oflr is what government 
might do to modify problems, 
or at least provide some re¬ 
lief, hut the other is the ques¬ 
tion in relation to the pulp in¬ 
dustry,” Williams said. “And 
that’s a matter that will re¬ 
quire serious attention by us 
as well. 

"While we might be discuss¬ 
ing with finance in the imme¬ 
diate future the prospect of 
relief in the Interior section of 
the industry, we have to look 
seriously at the problems that 
the independent sawmill ere 
are facing in relation to the 
major pulp mill companies. 
The prices they are receiving 
from chips all over the prov¬ 
ince, but especially in the In¬ 
terior, is far below the value 
of the material.” 


MacDonald said one way 
the government could help 
would be to base immediate 
stumpage rates on the July 
average rather than on a 
three-month average. He said 
that would not eliminate inte¬ 
rior problems.” but it would 
help a lot.” • 

Williams said there are also 
problems on the coast, but 
stressed they are completely 
different to the Interior crisis. 
He said the major companies 
on the coast were integrated, 
being in both logging, saw- 
millings and pulp, and their 
profits so far this year were 
matching the profits of 1973 
which, he said, “was a bump¬ 
er year."

Barrett indicated that the 
decision to start a series of 
on-the-road tours for himself 
and his cabinet ministers 
came at the tw>day "Mesa- 
chie Lake scssi >n which ‘end¬ 
ed Tuesday night. 

...“We reviewed our first two 
years' in office and frankly 
assessed our programs," he 
said. “We realised that we 
have been so busy that w-e 
haven't been heating our 
drum and we appreciate that 
there is a lot of confusion and 
misunderstanding of some of 
o'ir legislation. The people 
.just aren’t aware of the ex¬ 
tent of some of the legislation, 
and we ourselves weren’t 
aware.” 

The premier said it was 
now up to him and the cabinet 
to get out and provide those 
explanations. His provincial 
tour would definitely take 
place this fall but his schedule 
is not worked out. 

Barrett admitted the cabi¬ 
net had been getting a great 
deal of feed-back from the 
people to the tune of around 
300 letters a day. Many of 
those letters, he said, ques¬ 
tioned the speed with which 
the government has moved in 
various directions. 

But he said the government 
had no intention of slowing 
down new legislation. 

"'It's not a question of slow¬ 
ing down." he said. “But we 


have to prepare better and we 
have to explain more.” 

Some explanations, Barrett 
suggested, would have to be 
made to his own back¬ 
benchers. 

“Our backbenchers are not 
like the previous govern¬ 
ment’s backbenchers,” he 
said. “Their backbenchers 
were orchestrated like a 
Creek chorus. But I admit 
there has been confusion and 
m ^understanding. ’ ’ 

Opposition criticism that 
many NDP programs have 
been hastily conceived and 
promulgated as law’ were dis¬ 
missed quickly. 

“What are they against?” 
he asked. “Go through aur 
programs one by one and you 
won’t find one piece of legisla¬ 
tion they would change. Ex¬ 
cept, of course, they have 
stated that if they wene in 
power they would sell off 
Ocean Falls and destroy that 
town. 

“But they wouldn’t change 
Phagmacare, Mincome or the 
A u t o p 1 a n . They wouldn’t 
dare.”

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald doesn’t think the feder¬ 
al bail refojmD act needs 
changing, but that procedures 
leading up to tflie granting of 
hail do. 

Macdonald made the state¬ 
ment Wednesday after criti¬ 
cism from some police of¬ 
ficials that the new law 
makes 11 too easy for arrested 
criminals, particularly in 
drug cases, to remain free 
with or without bail pending 
their trial. 

“I have already discussed 
Implementation with Otto 
Lang (federal minister of jus¬ 
tice) and we've expressed our 
concerns, but I’m not sure 
that the act which, it’s true, is 
a very idealistic act, has any¬ 
thing wrong with if,” Mac¬ 
donald said. 

"I think if we improve the 
procedures the objective of 
the act can be maintained and 
the objective of course is 
good. It's to see that, innocent 
people are not incarcerated 
unnecessarily pending trial. 
And to make sure that there 
are as few arrests as possible 
and more summonses for citi¬ 
zens who are going to show up 
for their day in court.”

Packing houses operated by 
the BCFGA, the original fruit 


co-operative, had an August 
15 deadline on contracts with 
growers using their facilities. 
The dissident group asked 
Stupich to request the BCFGA 
packing houses to defend the 
deadline. 

"I can’t really do that” Stu¬ 
pich said. ‘‘The deadline was 
set a long time ago and for 
the very good reason that the 
packing houses have to know 
well in advance just what vol¬ 
ume of crop they will be han¬ 
dling." 

The minister added that if 
hp was one of the rebel lead¬ 
ers ‘ I would be very embar¬ 
rassed to be responsible for 
leading men out of an es¬ 
tablished and well operated 
organization, only to find T 
couldn’t find a way for them 
to harvest their crop. It has to 
be very bad planning.” 

There is one hope for the 
rebels. 

Stupich says that although 


he will not ask the packing 
houses to extend their dead¬ 
line for contracts with grow¬ 


ers, he Is sure "they would 
sign these people up if they 
asked.”

Feminists

TORONTO (CP) Wo¬ 
man's liberation groups may 
be contributing to the in¬ 
cidence of rape by discussing 
the issue widely, Kurt Weiss, 
a West t German sociologist 
said Wednesday. 

Weiss, of the University of 
Saarbrucken, told a session at 
the World Congress of Sociolo¬ 
gy that women’s liberation ac¬ 
tivists are increasing aware¬ 
ness of rape among potential 
rapists. 

Bui Renee Kasinsky of the 
University of Calgary sociolo¬ 
gy department said it is un¬ 
fair to blame women’s libera- 
tionists.

Acupuncture for Victoria 


One of Victoria's major hospitals will 
have an acupuncture clinic in operation in 
the near future, according to Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke. 

Cocke said Wedesday a second unit 
would be located at Vancouver General Hos¬ 
pital, but declined to say whether the Vic¬ 
toria clinic would be located at Royal Jubilee 
or Victoria General. 

"One of the major problems has been in 
locating trained personnel," Cocke said. 
"That’s why there has been a delay for 
almost a year. But we do have some highly 
nu llified people with a year of training be¬ 
hind them now and we should be ready to go 
in a very short time." 

The acupuncture clinics will be supervised 
by qualified physicians and surgeons. 



Asked if there were any developments in 
negotiations with the Capital Region Hospital 
Board for establishment of a superplanning 
board for hospital construction and develop¬ 
ment in the region, COcke replied: "We have 
agreed on the direction we are going." 

Cocke said he was becoming increasingly 
concerned with delays in hospital construc¬ 
tion because of rising costs. 

"We were preceded in office by a very 
conservative administration." he said. "It 
was their decision not to build in ma.ior 
centres, including Jubilee, and they left us 
with an awful load.’ 

Despite rising costs, Cocke said no consid¬ 
eration was being given to changing the 60-40 
cost sharing formula now in operation.

Rich seaweed beds 
valuable resource 


An extensive inventory and 
research program has iden¬ 
tified a major new seaweed 
resource near Comox for use 
in a wide variety of food, 
pharmaceutical, and cosmetic 
products. 

The program is being con¬ 
ducted by Alan Austin, profes¬ 
sor of phycology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria, and is 
funded jointly by the provin¬ 
cial department of recreation 
and conservation and the fed¬ 
eral department of the envi¬ 
ron met. 

Austin’s team has been 
studying marine red algae of 
the genera Iridaea and Gigar- 
tina since 19*>9. These plants 
grow on boulders in the lower 
intertidal and upper subtidal 
regions. 

A spokesman for B.C. 
marine resources branch said 
begun harvesting the seaweed 
two cjmpanies in B.C. have 
which, in Japan, is a $250- 
million-a-year industry. 

Originally, research was 
confined to the plant's season¬ 
al growth and reproduction 
pattern in the Victoria area. 
The program was extended 
both in scope and funding as 
development potential of the 
resource became evident. 

fn the summer of 1972, Aus¬ 
tin’s team developed a meth¬ 
od using aerial photography 
to identify areas thought to 
contain dense bed* of these 
important seaweeds. 

With ground data support, 
«n inventory of Iridaea stocks 
was made in a .lb-mile stretch 
of coastline in the Cotnox- 
Denman Island area. 

In 1973, the team made in¬ 
tensive field investigations to 
further study seasonal 
growth, reproduction and the 
effect of harvesting. 

It has now been determined 
that the total harves table 
standing crop in the 30-mile 
test strip is at feast 1,500 tons. 
Two harvests may bf possi¬ 


ble, the first in June and the 
second in August. 

As a result of these studies 
and prior to commercial utili¬ 
zation of the resource, the 
..marine resources branch of 
the * recreation and conserva¬ 
tion department will prepare 
legislation governing conser¬ 
vation and harvesting and de¬ 
velop a sound management 
policy. 


Meanwhile, the research 
program is continuing 
through 1974. wifeh em|>hasis 
on inventorying areas in the 
northern section of the Gulf of 
Georgia, and to further study 
the effect of harvesting on re- 
growth in the seaweed beds. 

Researchers hope a cultiva¬ 
tion technology can be devel¬ 
oped to considerably increase 
the total production.

Bellamy however, reiterat¬ 
ed that operators continue to 
be "absolutely negative" to¬ 
wards the code. 

V'But the law is the law. and 
we’ll have to abide by it, or 
try to change it," he added. 

Hiring right 

Bellamy said the main ob¬ 
jection of the operators to the 
code was that "it takes away 
their right to hire who they 
want." 

Discrimination on the basis 
of race, color, or creed is not 
a problem, he said, "but boy, 
when it comes to the sex 
angle we’re really in a spot. 
Some parts of the industry 
are geared specifically to one 
sex or the other.” 

Bellamy said Ms. Ruff 
"made some good points” in 
her discussion wn.th him, "but 
in practical application it’s 
not that easy." 

Changes made 

He added that the restau¬ 
rant industry has been gra¬ 
dually changing its hiring po¬ 
licies, employing males in tra¬ 
ditionally female jobs and 
vice-versa. ^ 

Discrimination in hiring has 
been illegal since 1969, but the 
new code plugs a loophole 
which permitted discrimi¬ 
natory job ads 

The code also provides a 
budget for the human rights 
branch and gives it authority 
to initiate legal proceedings 
against employers without a 
written complaint, and penal¬ 
ties up to $5,000 for violations 
of fhe code. 

Ms. Ruff expects the code, 
approved by the 1 legislature 
last October, to he proclaimed 
this September.

Classes may pall 
after woods job 


COURTENAY — Anna 
McGinnis of Courtenay is a 
woman of many trades. 

The 21-year-old University 
of Victoria student is the only 
woman summer student work¬ 
ing in the Campbell River 
forest ranger district. Her 
tasks are many and varied. 

Miss McGinnis started her 
summer .job in May, and 
much of her time has been 
spent on waste surveys. This, 
she explains, involves making 
spot checks of logged-over re¬ 
gions to determine what, if 
any, timber was left as waste 
when it should have been uti¬ 
lized. She had to learn all 
about trees, how to measure 
the timber, and determine 
whether it was usable or not. 

Once the waste factor is de¬ 
termined. the logging firm in¬ 
volved is notified, given a 


period to recover it, or he 
billed for the wood by the 
B.C. Forest Service. Most of 
the firms, she reports, re¬ 
move all usable wood, "but 
there are a few guilty of 
wasteful operations." 

The spot check work is car¬ 
ried but in rough country, 
usually mountainous, and 

often dangerous.. Her ward¬ 
robe on such assignments in¬ 
cludes heavy boots, a hard 
hat, blue jeans, rain gear, and 
lots of stamina. Her pay is 
$591 a month. 

In her woodland travels 
Miss McGinnis sees a lot of 
wildlife many deer, eagles, 

and a few bears. 

Other jobs include the 

checking of various logging 

operations, assisting in the es¬ 
tablishment of boundaries of 
logging operations, mapping 


areas to be logged, road map*’ 
ping and various office as¬ 
signments. In the event of a 
serious forest fire, she would 
also join in the firelines. 

As though all of that wasn't 
enough, she also loads up a 
four-wheel drive truck with 
groceries, water, mail and 
other supplies once a week, 
and delivers it all to a fire 
lookout tower some 35 miles 
north'of Campbell River. It's 
perched on the top of Menzies 
Mountain about 1,800 feet 
high. 

Next month. Miss McGinnis 
will return to her third-year 
studies. She wants to be a 
teacher. 

"After such an interesting 
and adventurous summer, It’s 
not going to be easy to settle 
into a classroom routine,” she 

said!

All permanent employees of 
Veterans' Hospital will he ab¬ 
sorbed in the staff of Royal 
Jubilee Hospital when the 
270-bed federal hospital be¬ 
comes part of Royal Jubilee 
at midnight Sunday. 

The agreement transferring 
the federal hospital provides 
that all employees with "con¬ 
tinuing employment status" 
in the federal civil service 
will become part of Royal Ju¬ 
bilee staff. 

Margaret Barraclough, Ju¬ 
bilee's personnel director, 
said Wednesday the approxi¬ 
mately 360 fulltime employees 
at the Veterans’ Hospital—to 
be renamed Memorial Pavil¬ 
ion after the transfer — will 
he taken on staff without loss 
of seniority or pension bene¬ 
fits. 

Former Veterans’ Hospital 
staff will have the choice, she 
said, to remain in the feder¬ 
al government pension plan, 
or transfer their contributions 
and service to the municipal 
superannuation plan with all 
pension rights intaci. 

People employed by the vet¬ 
erans’ affairs department on 
a casual basis for relief work 
are not included in the 
transfer agreementf^* Miss 
Barraclough said. 

The integration of the two 
hospitals will bring the total 
Jubilee’s staff to almost 1,800 
and makes it the second larg¬ 
est hospital in the province 
with about 1,000 beds. 

"We will need that number 
of employees,” she said, ad¬ 
ding the Veterans’ Hospital 
hasn't been run at full capaci¬ 
ty 

The Jubilee’s day-surgery 
program, where patients are 
operated on and released the 
same day, will be transferred 
to Memorial Pavilion where 
100 of the 270 beds will be 
available for general commu¬ 


nity use. The 170 beds will 
continue to be used for veter¬ 
an care. 

Although the two hospitals 
become one Monday. L. J. 
Glassford, Jubilee board vice- 
president, said many details 
still have to be worked out. 

Integration of two large hos¬ 
pitals presents many prob¬ 
lems. he said. 

One of the problems is the 
question of which unions cer¬ 
tified at Jubilee will represent 
Veterans’ Hospital employees 
formerly in the Public Service 
Alliance.

Evans told Vancouver and 
District Labor Council dele¬ 
gates that more than 2,000 of 
the local’s 6,500 members 
have already been laid off be¬ 
cause of the sharp nosedive in 
lumber demand. 

"Some operations are re¬ 
duced lo simply chipping 
whole logs and selling the 
chips to pulp mills. There are 
going to be masses out of 
work and we expect this 
gloomy picture to last right 
through the winter." he said. 
Evans blamed the situation 
- on the Liberal government in 
Ottawa for allowing the prime 
interest to rise above 6 per 
cent last year 

'The minute they allowed 
thp banks to do that, mort¬ 
gage rates went sky-high. 
.With the present rate at 12 
per cent, who can even think 
• of buying or building a house? 
No wonder the housing* mar¬ 
ket has collapsed,” he said. 

Evans said the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s 11 per cent tax on 
building materials and the 
provincial government’s 5 per 
cent tax on top of that have 
also contributed to the drop in 
construction activity. 

He called on the federal 
government to encourage low- 
cost housing and make money 
available at rates people can 
afford. 


Minister 
defends 
Bail act 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald doesn’t think the feder¬ 
al bail reform act needs 
changing, but that procedures 
leading up to the granting of 
bail do. 

Macdonald made the state¬ 
ment Wednesday after criti¬ 
cism from some police of¬ 
ficials that the new law 
makes It too easy for arrested 
criminals, particularly in 
drug cases, to remain free 
with or without bail pending 
their trial. 

"I have already discussed 
implementation with Otlo 
Lang (federal minister of jus¬ 
tice) and we've expressed our 
concerns, but I’m not sure 
that the act which, it’s true, is 
a very idealistic act, has any¬ 
thing wrong with it,” Mac¬ 
donald said.

reaching international agree¬ 
ment may be disastrous for 
his province’s fishery. 

Stevens said in an interview 
that even if a treaty is agreed 
upon at a 1975 conference it 
might take years for ratifica¬ 
tion by the Soviet Union and 
Japan, whose vessels now fish 
to within 12 miles of the B. C. 
coast. 

J. Alan Beesley, Can- 
nada's chief negotiator here, 
has said the present confer¬ 
ence. which ends next Thurs¬ 
day should be viewed as a 
success because it set- the 
stage for an agreement by 
next year on a treaty cover¬ 
ing use and protection of the 
oceans. 

Beesley says he believes 
that Canada will gain man¬ 
agement control of all fish 
and mineral resources within 
a 200-mile zone under the 
treaty. 

But Stevens says such hopes 
are viewed by B. C. fisher¬ 
men as a "carrot on a stick." 
He said it is likely fishermen 
in the Atlantic provinces felt 
the same way. 

B. C. salmon fishermen, 
whose average earnings run 
ah nit $7,500 during the four- 
month season, are especially 
fearful because the fish they 
catch range far into the North 
Pacific where even a 20(V-mile 
zone would not protect them. 
Canadian salmon are caught 
in the area by Japanese and 
American fishermen. 

Unlike Atlantic salmon, the 
fish die after they return to 
the Canadian rivers of their 
birth to lay eggs. 

Canada has proposed that 
only the country of origin be 
allowed .to harvest such spe¬ 
cies, except those found in the.- 
coastal waters of another 
country which has made a bi¬ 
lateral arrangement with the 
species’ home country.

Since the municipality 
pushed through a dirt road 
near her home about two 
years ago, she said, she has 
watched the foundation of her 
house crack, her chimney 
crumble and her children ami 
others playing in an area she 
described as a death trap. 

The road, she said, is used 
^as'a service access to link the 
municipal works yard to Bor¬ 
den Street. 

The surface is unpaved, 
sending clouds of dirt and 
dust billowing into her home 

a scant 10 to 15 feet from 
the road and ending any 
outdoor use of her family's 
dwelling. 

The constant passage of 
heavy trucks and machinery 
so close to the house for the 
last two years has caused the 
foundation to crack and the 
chimney to crumble, she said. 

But the structural damage 
to her house is not Mrs. Gor¬ 
don's only complaint. 

The municipality — which 
owns the lot adjacent to her 
own — has used the land as a 
sort of overflow area -for 
■equipment and materials 
which won’t fit into the works 
yard. 

There is a pile of sand a I 
least, 20 feet high, she said, 
sitting in the middle of the lot. 

Since there is no fence to 
keep children off the proper¬ 
ly, she is afraid youngsters 
will use the sandpile as a play 
area. ^ 

And that, she said, could 
lead to tragedy. 

The sand is loosely piled and 
a child digging in it could con¬ 
ceivably be buried and smoth¬ 
ered, the woman added. 

She said she had been com¬ 
plaining about conditions at 
ihe site for years and had fi¬ 
nally been told, early Wednes¬ 
day, the municipality would 
fence the property, plant 
some trees to landscape it 
and oil the dirt road. 

But that won't fix her foun¬ 


dation, her chimney, or elimi¬ 
nate one of her chief com¬ 
plaints. 

The land In question, she 
said, is zoned single-family 
residential. 

"Under what authority does 
the municipality us*e it as an 
industrial site?” she demand¬ 
ed angrily. 

‘‘They wouldn’t let a private 
company get away with it.” \ 

Mrs. Gordon "has a legiti¬ 
mate complaint concerning 
the nuisance factor" created 
by the road, Saanich public 
works committee chairman. 
Aid. William Noel, said 
Wednesday. 

He c mfinned "immediate 
action" was being taken to 
abate the nuisance created by 
the road in the form of the 
landscaping, fencing and oil¬ 
ing promised Wednesday 
morning — and said council 
would investigate the com¬ 
plaint about structural dam¬ 
age to the house.

Cocke to announce site soon 

Acupuncture for Victoria 



One of Victoria’s major hospitals will 
have an acupuncture clinic in operation in 
Ihe near future, according to Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke. 

Cocke said Wednesday a second unit 
would be located at Vancouver General Hos¬ 
pital, but declined to say whether the Vic¬ 
toria clinic would be located at Royal Jubilee 
or Victoria General. 

"One of the major problems has been in 
locating trained personnel,” Cocke said. 
"That's why there has been a delay for 
almost a year. But we do have some highly 
qualified people with a year of training be¬ 
hind them now and we should be ready to go 
in a very short time." 

The acupuncture clinics will be supervised 
by qualified physicians and surgeons. 


Asked if there were any developments in 
negotiations with the Capital Region Hospital 
xlloard for establishment of a superplanning 
hoard for hospital construction and develop¬ 
ment in the region, Cocke replied: “We have 
agreed on the direction we are going.” 

Cocke said he was becoming Increasingly 
concerned with delays in hospital construc¬ 
tion because of rising costs. 

"We were preceded in office by a very 
conservative administration,” he said. "It 
was their decision not to build in major 
centres, including Jubilee, and they left us 
with an awful load." 

Despite rising costs, Cocke said no consid¬ 
eration was being given to changing the 60-40 
cost sharing formula now in operation. Under 


’ that system the provincial government pays 
60 per cent of the capital costs and regional 
district pays 40 per cent. 

lie added that his major concern was 
with spiralling operating costs. 

Cocke also stated that, as part of provid¬ 
ing comprehensive health services for the 
people of B.C., he had recently -instituted a 
survey to determine the main health prob¬ 
lem areas in the province. 

Headed by Dr. E. I. Signori of the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia, the 10-member 
study team will interview workers in forest¬ 
ry. fishing, mining and construction to com¬ 
pile data which, Cocke said, "could be very 
useful to us in the development of compre¬ 
hensive preventative health programs."

Yets’ staff to switch 


All permanent employees of 
Veterans’ Hospital will he ab¬ 
sorbed in the staff of Royal 
Jubilee Hospital when the 
270-bed federal hospital be¬ 
comes part of Royal Jubilee 
ai midnight Sunday. 

The agreement transferring 
the federal hospital provides 
that all employees with "con¬ 
tinuing employment status” 
in the federal civil service 
will become part of Royal Ju¬ 
bilee staff. 

Margaret Barraclough, Ju¬ 
bilee’s personnel director, 


said Wednesday the appmxi- 
mately 360 fulltime employees 
at the Veterans' Hospital to 
l>e renamed Memorial Pavil¬ 
ion after the transfer - will 
be taken on staff without loss 
of seniority or pension bene¬ 
fits. 

Former Veterans' Hospital 
staff will have the choice, she 
said, to remain in the feder¬ 
al government pension plan, 
or transfer their contributions 
and service to the municipal 
superannuation plan with all 
pension rights intact. 


People employed by the vet¬ 
erans' affairs department «»n 
a casual basis for relief work 
are not* included in the 
translci^ agreement, Miss 
BarruPngh said. 

The integration of the two 
hospitals will bring the total 
Jubilee’s staff to almost 1,800 
and makes it the second larg¬ 
est hospital in the province 
with about 1,000 beds. 

"We will need that number 
of employees," she said, ad¬ 
ding the Veterans’ Hospital 
hasn't been run full capacity. 


The Jubilee's day-surgery 
program, where patients are 
operated on and released the 
same day. will he transferred 
to Memorial Pavilion where 
100 of the 270 beds will be 
available for general commu¬ 
nity use.

Last week, some restaurant 
owners in Victoria tried to 
satisfy Ms. Ruff by advertis¬ 
ing for waitress-waiters, then 
adding that employees must 
wear dresses. 

Bellamy said the main ob¬ 
jection of the operators to the 
code was that "it takes away 
their right to hire who they 
want.” ^ 

Discrimination on the basis 
of race, color, or creed is not 
a problem, he said, “but boy, 
when it comes to the sex 
angle we’re really in a spot. 
Some parts of the industry 
are geared specifically to one 
sex or the other.” 

He added that the restau¬ 
rant industry has been gra¬ 
dually changing its hiring po¬ 
licies, employing males in tra¬ 
ditionally female jobs and 
vicc-versa. 

Discrimination in hiring has 
been illegal since 1969, but the 
new code plugs a loophole 
which permitted discrimi¬ 
natory job ads. 

The code also provides a 
budget for the human rights 
branch and gives it authority 
to initiate legal proceedings 


against employers without a 
written complaint, and penal¬ 
ties up to 55,000 for violations 
of the code. 


Ms. Ruff expects the code, 
approved by the Legislature 
last October, to be proclaimed 
this September.

Casey who died Tuesday at 
the age of 79. 

The former reeve he tired in 
the late 3950s from B. C. Elec¬ 
tric. He had operated garages 
in the city before 1917 when 
he .joined the company for 
which he was Vancouver Is¬ 
land line superintendent for 
many years. 

He entered municipal poli¬ 
tics in 1928 when he ran un¬ 
successfully for Victoria city 
council. In 1946 he moved to 
Saanich and the following 
year ran successfully for a 
councillor's seat. 

In 1919 lie was elected reeve 
and held that, post until 1953. 
He is credited with getting the 
municipality a drainage and 
sewerage system. * 

In 1957 he tried hij hand at 
federal politics in an un¬ 
successful bid for the Socred 
nomination. 

Casey was appointed Royal 
Jubilee Hospital’s first sena¬ 
tor in 1968 ip recognition of 15 
years of service on the board. 

He was chairman of 
Greater Victoria Water Board 
and Victoria-Saanich parks 
and beaches committee in the 
early 1950s. 

His family, originally called 
Caissiey, came from Quel>ec. 
Casey was bom here' in 1895 
and attended Kingston Street 
and South Park schools. 

He was a mepiber of the 
Capital City Lodge No. 61, 
Knights of Pythias. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Margaret; two sons, Elwood 
and Raymond; a daughter, 
Mrs. Viola Bamswell, and 
five grandchildren, all of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Rev. W. E. Greenhalgh will 
conduct the funeral.

Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
gives the impression these 
days of Lawrence of Arabia 
who, when asked why he sat 
crying among the r-amng© fol¬ 
lowing a battle, said, "There's 
notxxly left to kill." 

When Polfen was elected 
mayor about three years ago, 
he was facing numerous ad-- 
versaries. 

Developers, who had had a 
frre hand until then, were to 
'be curtailed in their "rapa¬ 
cious entrepreneur" activi¬ 
ties, he warned. 

He was committed to revis¬ 
ing the-city’s zoning policies, 
reducing building densities 
which had previously resulted 


in what the mayor called dev¬ 
elopment "monstrosities.” 

Three years later, Pollen 
has slain the dragons who, in 
his opinion, stood in the way 
of orderly development. 

The Reid Centre con¬ 
troversy is resolved. J. A. 
Mace is no longer active on 
the Victoria development 
scene. 

Zoning densities have been 
drastically reduced, virtually 
outlawing buildin^a^. higher 
than 14 stories. 

One of the most advanced 
sign bylaws has been passed, 
eliminating billboards, roof 
signs and third-party adver¬ 
tising signs within another 12 
months. 

The Inner Harbor has been 


taking on a new look. The 
Ocean Cement site is vacated, 
the Imperial Oil station will 
soon disappear, the Lower 
Causeway has become a reali¬ 
ty. 

The list of Pollen’s achieve¬ 
ments is impressive. A new 
spirit has been introduced in 
Victoria, a spirit of humaniz¬ 
ing the city. The mayor’s plan 
to convert part of Govern¬ 
ment; Street to a semi-pedes¬ 
trian mall is one manifesta¬ 
tion of this new spirit. 

But now, the mayor appears 
to be convinced that his role 
is played otit. His major am¬ 
bitions realized. Pollen, seems 
prepared for his exit from the 
political stage.

His activities are now 
directed toward "cleaning 
up" the odds and ends. The 
Crystal Garden is one of the 
items he seems to want to 
dispose of before he steps 
down as mayor at the end of 
his second term next year. 

There are, however, those 
on city council who claim that 
Pollen fails to recognize the 
biggest threat the city has 
ever faced. 

That threat, they say, is the 
provincial government with 
its ever-growing civil service. 

One of the aldermen taking 
this stance is Sam Bawlf. He 
is trying to make a case for 
his belief that the provincial 
government will jeopardize 


every achievement council 
has made during the past 
three years. 

The threat posed by Mace, 
Reid and other developers in 
the past, Bawlf says, la 
child’s play, compared with 
the havoc provincial interfer¬ 
ence will bring about 

If Bawlf is right, Polien 
lias, indeed, failed to deal 
with the city’s major threat. 

The mayor Is advocating a 
more conciliatory relationship 
with -the province. Bawlf ail- 
peal’s to ^ eager to take on 
Premier Barrett and his gov¬ 
ernment. 

Bawlf use* an impressive 
array of figures to back up 


his claims. He says thp pro¬ 
vincial government's plan to 
build more than one million 
square-feet of office space in 
Victoria in the next three 
years will cause a virtual 
breakdown of the city’s zon¬ 
ing pattern. 

Tliis massive increase in 
the city’s office floor space 
from 2.4 million to 3.4 mil¬ 
lion square-feet, he says, will 
result in a complete mono¬ 
polization of the construction 
industry in the city. 

Industry’s capability to de¬ 
liver the required govern¬ 
ment office space, he says, 
will he taxed to its utmost, 
leaving nothing for the pri¬ 
vate sector. 

Not only will existing busi¬ 


nesses be replaced, but there 
will be no space for them 
elsewhere, Bawlf claims. 

The influx of "office floor- 
space activity" will trigger a 
related influx in automobile 
traffic, over-taxing the city's 
traffic capacity. 

The existing sewage, park¬ 
ing and recreation facilities, 
he says, will be totally' inade¬ 
quate. 

Above all, Bawlf fears the 
city will be incapable of deal¬ 
ing with the problems because 
of a lack of funds. 

The provincial government 
pays only 15 mills in property 
tax for all its holdings. The 
regular mill rate is about 75 
mills, with 40 mills going to 


the city and the remaining 35 
mills to the school board. 

Because of the province's 
failure to pay the going mill 
rate, Bawlf says, the city is 
losing $1 million a year and 
will lose more in the future. 

To date, Pollen hasn’t com- 
m e n t e d elaborately on 
B a w 1 f ’ s arguments. The 
mayor said recently that he 
wants to patch up relations 
with the province. Bawlf says 
that’s impossible, unless the 
city submits to the provincial 
treatment without fesistanee. 

Pollen and Bawlf haw so 
far not come to an open split 
over their opposing views, but 
that may soon happen.
